Beat 13 rejects zoning

Voters in north central Shelby 
County’ Beat 13 rejected zoning 
for their area by a vote of 56 to 35 
April 30, leaving the area wide 
open for any land use. 

Had zoning passed, Beat 13 
would have been the second rural 
area to adopt zoning in Shelby 
County. 

Horizon 280 Association, 
business leaders dedicated to 
preserving the integrity of the 280 
corridor, had promoted zoning 
by having a meeting at Lloyd’s 
Restaurant and explaining the 
value of zoning in the area. 

Zoning ordinances state that 
when 25 property owners ‘in a 
beat sign a petition for a zoning 
election, the Planning Commis- 
sion draws up a proposed map 
and the owners vote on it. 

The petition was circulated and 
signed and on March 28, Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden called 
the election. 

But at the public hearing on the 
issue April 18, several property 
owners voiced vigorous objec- 
tions to the map unless their pro- 


perty was zoned their way. 

The debate over controlled 
growth gave way to “‘the politics 
of appeasement’’ as one commis- 
sioner put it. Before the three- 
hour meeting was over, each per- 
son left with their property zoned 
their way. 

Leo Karpeles, general manager 
of Inverness and president of 
Horizon 280 Assocation, said the 
problem was a misunderstanding. 

‘“*T am extremely disappointed 
at the outcome of the election. 
Being a landowner in that area 
and a developer along the 
Highway 280 corridor, we feel in 
order to develop the corridor in 
commercial and office and in- 
stitutional (uses), there needs to 
be zoning 

*‘We would hate to see any in- 
dustrial development along the 
frontage. We'd like to see some 
control by the county to assure 
the use is consistent. 

**] think it was voted down due 
to a misunderstanding by the lan- 
downers of what we were trying 
to do. Only through zoning can 
they preserve the value of their 


property,’’ Karpeles said. 

Frank Kovach, president of 
Kovach and Associates, 
developer of Cahaba Park South 
and a member of Horizon 280 
said he didn’t expect a rejection. 

**I’m really sort of surprised. I 
felt it would pass after going to 
the meeting. I felt like they ap- 
peased most of the people. I 
think zoning is an excellent idea. 
It’s certainly preferable to no 
planning. It (zoning rejection) 
won’t affect our plans because we 
acquired enough frontage to con- 
trol our surroundings. 

“If the commission had 
notified the property owners and 
explained it, it would have pro- 
bably passed. I think people are 
tired of having government shov- 
ed down their throats. They had 
little chance for input except that 
one surprise meeting,’’ he con- 
cluded, 

**I think preserving the natural 
environment down there is a wor- 
thy cause. And besides, if I don’t 
build something that looks good, 
I can’t rent it. You’ve got to use 
land wisely,’’ he said. - 


City leads Attention Home list 
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100-year-old woman 


found tangled in vines

A Wilton woman who likes to fish doesn’t see 
ay reason to stop just because she’s 100 years 
old, 

But during a fishing excursion last Wednesday, 
Maggie Spencer got tangled up in a potentially 
serious problem that launched a five-hour search 
for her, and had a lot of people concerned. 


Around noon that day, Wilton resident Rodney 
Hall saw Spencer walking along a road leading to 
the woods carrying her fishing pole. 

He tried to persuade her to return home, but 
Spencer apparently had her mind made up to go 
fishing. 

The real concern started about 4:00 that after- 
noon when Hall found the elderly woman's 
fishing pole lying on the road. 


He contacted Wilton Police Chief J.O. Page, 
and with the help of Spencer’s neighbors, a search 
was launched, 

When they were unable to find her, Page called 
for further assistance. 

Among the volunteers who turned out to scour 


the woods for the missing woman, were members 
of the Montevallo Fire Department, Rescue Squad 
and Police Department. 

Members of the Shelco rescue unit also assisted 
in the search along with other volunteers from 
Wilton and Montevallo. 


It was nearly 10 p.m. when Spencer was found 
by a search party consisting of two Montevallo 
firemen, Ray Argo and Glen Stewart, and Wilton 
residents Reginald Brown and Mike Johnson. 

She had been tangled in vines, but was ap- 
parently okay. 

Her only complaint was that she was thirsty, 
and sore under one arm. 

According to the Wilton Police Chief and 
others on the scene, Spencer had disappeared in 


the same area about ten years ago. 


“Only that time it was mighty cold,’’ Page 
remembered. 

After she was examined by the Montevallo

Recreation center may solve juvenile problem in Columbiana

A suggestion that the city apply 
for a grant to build a recreation 


complex could be an answer to . 


the mounting juvenile problem in 
Columbiana. 

At least that’s how Judy 
Gilbert sees it. © 

The counselor for Shelby 
Youth Services and the Attention 
Home spoke to council members 


at their last meeting. 


Her message was a grim one in 
regard to the city’s standing in 
the number of young people 
referred to Shelby Youth Services 
and the Attention Home this 
quarter. 

“Eight new referrals have been 
made since April 1, putting Col- 
umbiana at the top of the list,”’ 
Gilbert told a dismayed council. 

Later in the meeting when 
Councilwoman Jessie Jones 


discussed grant applications, she 
asked if the city wanted to apply 
for cne in the area of recreation. 

Speaking out in favor of the 
proposal, Gilbert said one of the 
reasons sO many young people in 
Columbiana ‘are getting in trou- 
ble is the lack of recreational 
facilities: 

In her report on the number of 
young people Shelby Youth Ser- 
vices and the Attention Home are 


serving and the geographical 
breakdown, Gilbert said the total 
for Feb. 1982-83 was 404. 

Of that number, 24 from Col- 
umbiana received help from 
Shelby Youth Services, 10 were at 
the Attention Home and 16 cases 
had been continued from the 
previous year. 

Pointing out that there is no 
other place in the county to send 
troubled young people, Gilbert 


said the agencies are in danger of 
folding. 

Already $10,000 short of 
meeting this year’s budget, SYS 
and A Home will be losing nearly 
$40,000 in federal funding next 


year. 
The total budget for both agen- 
cies is a little over $86,000. 
Gilbert urged the council to 
continue the support they gave 
last year ($1,000) and double it if 


possible. 
“We should support them any 
way we can,”’ declared Police 


-Chief Howell Horn, 


“It’s up to the people,’’ he 
continued. “‘If they go now - 
we're gone,’’ the police chief 
declared! 

The council indicated their 
support for both the agencies and 
trying to get a grant for recrea- 
tional facilities in the city.

The Helena Council didn’t 
agree with Jim Kwater on the 
matter of setting their own dates 
for public hearings on rezoning.

Federal grant money could 
mean the attainment of the 
Shelby County Historical Socie- 
ty’s goal of restoring the 1854 
courthouse in Columbiana.

Airport expansion : 


There will be no money for ex- 
pansion of the Shelby County air- 
port this year. 

Inaction by the county com- 
mission Monday morning allow- 
ed $200,000 in federal funds to go 
by the board. 


In a special meeting, County 
Airport Representative Bill 
Tucker told commissioners that 
formation of an airport authority 
could be delayed. 

But he said unless he received 
approval for an environmental 
assessment study that afternoon, 
1983 federal money held for 
Shelby County would be lost. 

The money, which could have 
be used for partial land purchase, 
would have come from a special 
FAA fund for reliever airports. 

The study would have been the 
first step toward improvement of 


the airport with application for 
the federal dollars following close 
behind. 

However, the county commis- 
sion hesitated and then stopped 
cold on the airport expansion 
when it learned that it would not 
receive federal funds until it paid 
for the assessment study first. 


Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port was concerned that once the 
$200,000 was received the county 
would be committed to go all the 
way on a project that could cost 
one million dollars. 

He emphasised that even a 
90-10 grant on one million would 
commit the county to spend 
$100,000. 

When Tucker said he could get 


the county a loan for the study, . 


Davenport said, ‘‘Cash flow is 
one problem.

County may change computers 


The Shelby County Commis- 
sion may ditch its present com- 
puter systems for a new one. 

In a special meeting Monday, 
commissioners voted to receive 
bids at 10 a.m., May 16, for an 
on-line minicomputer system to 
handle all departments. 

Specifications will also provide 
for the possibility of the county 
tax assessor opting for a link to 
the state’s computer. That would 
reduce the amount of equipment 
or programming needed. 

The seeking of bids was ap- 
proved only after department 
heads indicated minicomputers 
would suit their needs. 

Present for the meeting were 
administrative assistant Myra 
Davis; chief probate clerk Pat 
Sewell; Carol Shubert, who will 
operate the new Pelham branch; 
county engineer Gary Ray; Tax

world, especially the United 
States. (Several Malaysians are at 
the University of Montevallo, for 
instance.) 

They all look to the United 
States as the great consumer 
center of the world, and expect to 
increase their exports of finished 
goods to the U.S. Their en- 
trepreneurs are always alert to 
new products they can make 
more cheaply than American 
workers. 

Salaries in these countries are 
much lower than in the U.S. as is 
well known, and the six-day 
workweek is common. To the 
casual observer, the workers 
seem to be much more in- 
dustrious than the typical 
American. 

Asean was formed in 1965 to 
encourage trade among the five 
countries, similar to the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. But 
because they raise many of the 
same agricultural* products, they 
do not need to buy much from 
one another, and indeed often 
compete for the same foreign 
markets. 

Some say Asean has ac- 
complished more as a political 
than an economic alliance. Their 
interests lie in keeping power 
balanced between the Russians, 
the Chinese, and the U.S. so that 
none of the three major powers 
gain the upper hand in Southeast 
Asia. 

They side with Thailand 
against the Russian-financed 
Vietnamese, yet they resist over- 
tures from the People’s Republic 
of China. It’s a difficult act in 
this part of the world, yet they 
hope that trade and commerce 
will create such mutual in- 
terdependence among all the na- 
tions, that political - ag- 
gressiveness will subside.

Money talks in educational improvement 


Letter to the Editor: 

In reply to Debra Howard’s 
letter, (April 21 issue) I would 
like to thank her for writing. At 
least, Mrs. Howard, you haven’t 
been stricken by apathy as so 
many have. (Everyone 
remembers the Great Apathy 
Epidemic that swept the country 
-- why there are still numerous 
cases being reported right here in 
Shelby County.) 

But now, let’s get our facts 
straight. First, I work the night- 
shift (11 p.m.-7 a.m.). When I 
volunteer to be a homeroom 
mother or substitute for a 
teacher, I am giving up some of 
my sleep time. I do so willingly 
because I chose to be a room 
mother. Also, I have worked with 
the same company for thirteen 
years, so if you’re interested, just 
fill out a job application. Also, 
we’re not talking exorbitant 
salaries here, people. 

A teacher with a BS or four 
years of college will live on a 


salary of $15,120 the Ist year and 
a teacher with a Master’s degree 
will live on $17,412 the Ist year. 
A Master’s degree requires six 
years of college. So, you say, a 
lot of people make less than 
$17,000 a year. But do they have 
4-6 years of college? 

Your statement about children 
being penalized for not having at- 
tended kindergarten is inade- 
quate. All first graders 
(countywide) take a readiness test 
and that test result is used to 
place the child in the correct level 
for suitable learning. 

The test result and not the 
teacher decides the level of com- 
prehension. I agree that it is un- 
fair for some children to attend 
public kindergarten while others 
are not chosen in the lottery. In- 
deed, my daughter is in this 
May’s toss up. 

In Mississippi, they have com- 
pletely solved the problem, and 
NO child attends public 

kindergarten. The lack of funds 


for kindergarten rests with the 
state officials and not the local 
school districts. 

Of course, since all mothers 
spend quality time with their 
children, I am sure that the 
children are absorbing most of 
what they would be getting in 
kindergarten or at least their 
mothers are working with their 
children on the alphabet and 
numbers. The state is the culprit 
in this case and not Thompson 
Elementary as you imply: 

As to weeding out the in- 
competent teachers, any sugges- 
tions? ‘We could use the method 
they used in Salem, Mass. We 
could tie a rope to each teacher, 
then hand them a 60 pound rock, 
then toss them into the Cahaba 
River. All the teachers that don’t 
drown are the competent ones. 
Or we could re-test the teachers 
that are now teaching, but that 
would cost money and Heaven 
forbid that our taxes should go 
up to improve the schools. 


Everyone complains about the 
sorry state of our education 
system, but Nobody is willing to 
finance the effort to upgrade the 
system. It is all so easy to sling 
mud but difficult to offer con- 
structive solutions. 

If the pay scale for our teachers 
is not upgraded, the good 
teachers we have now will leave, 
and there will be no new teachers 
coming in to teach. Why should 
they waste their knowledge and 
lives in a low-paid, no apprecia- 
tion job? True, they did choose 
to be teachers, and I’m sure none 
of them look for appreciation, 
but at least they should be able to 
live a reasonably poverty-free 
life. I am willing to pay higher 
taxes as long as the money will be 
used to upgrade the schools in 
Alabama.

Rabies threat is real, growing 


by Philip Hubbard, DVM 

Most people have their pets 
vaccinated each year because they 
are responsible pet owners who 
want to keep their dog or cat 
healthy. Very few people really 
understand much about the ma- 
jor diseases that these shots are 
designed to prevent. 

The important fact is that a 
dog or cat that is properly im- 
munized will most likely not get 
sick or die with a case of 
distemper, Parvovirus, or 
Panleukopenia. These vaccina- 
tions are given to protect your 


Rabies vaccinations are dif- 
ferent. 

First, vaccinating against 
rabies is required by State Law. 
And second, vaccinating pets for 
rabies is primarily meant to pro- 
tect humans. 

It has been known for many 
years that a ‘“‘rabies reservoir’’ 
exists in the wild animal popula- 
tion, particularly in skunks and 
raccoons. The potential spread of 
the rabies virus from wild 
animals to domestic pets, and 
thus to humans, is a very real and 
frightening concern.

In the last six months, major 
outbreaks of rabies have occur- 
red in the Mid-Atlantic Region 
and northern Illinois. Total cases 
in domestic animals in the United 
States since 1978 have jumped 
from 469 to 1084. 

But the really puzzling statistic 
is the drastic increase in the in- 
cidence of rabies in domestic 
cats, i 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control (CDC) in Atlan- 
ta, confirmed cases of rabies in 
cats rose 197% from 1978 
through 1981, compared to an 
82% rise in canine rabies. It has 
become apparent that pet owners 
are unaware of the potential pro- 
blem of rabies in cats. This is 
substantiated by the fact that on- 
ly 4 percent of the estimated 38 
million cats in this country ever 
receive a rabies vaccination. 

In Alabama, there were 113 
confirmed cases of animal rabies 
in 1981, including 3 cats and 1 
dog. Already in 1983, there have 
been two cases of human ex- 
posure to rabid animals in 
Alabama. 

Rabies in raccoons continues 
to spread north and west from an

This 
epidemic of rabies in raccoons 
and other wild animals is ex- 
pected by CDC to result in a 
massive spilling over to domestic 
pets. 
These facts and figures are not 
meant to imply that either you or 
your pet is in any imminent 
danger of exposure to rabies, but 
rather to make you aware of a 
growing public health problem 
that has disease control officials 
all over this country worried. 
Significantly, the tragedy and ex- 
pense of a human rabies exposure 
can be avoided. Right now the 
cost of rabies treatment runs 
about $500.00. The cost of a vac- 
cination is 100 times less. 

Particularly should this point 
be stressed to cat owners -- get 
them vaccinated. Check the 
schedule in the Reporter to see 
when the clinics will be held in 
your area. By next week, printed 
schedules will also be posted 
around the County.

Zoning foes deadlocked 


by Bart Slawson 

The Alabaster City Council 
delayed action on a divisive zon- 
ing dispute Monday after both 
sides refused to budge. 

The deadlock centers on Aaron 
Sherer’s attempt to move his Cot- 
ton States insurance business 
from the Porter Drug Building to 
a lot behind the Jessup Building. 

Sherer wanted the lot rezoned 
from residential to general 
business and had cleared the 
Alabaster Planning Commission, 
which recommended the council 
approve the request. 

**I’m going to fix it up nice. It 
won’t be an eyesore anymore,” 
Sherer said, referring to the 
dilapidated house now on the lot. 

But Reverend Melvin 
McGaughy and Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Keely, who own adjoining 
lots, hired Alabaster attorney 
James C. Pino to argue against 
the plan based on covenants at- 
tached to the lot in 1955. 


Pino said the protective 
covenants promise that the use of 
the residential lots in the area are 


confined to single family dwell- , 


ings. Two story buildings are the 
largest allowable structures. The 


use can not be offensive or a _ 


nuisance. 


“The people I represent want 
to stop the expansion here,’’ Pino 
said, ‘“They don’t want any more 
commercial encroachment in this 
area.”’ 

“This area has changed and 
1955 covenants shouldn’t stand 
in the way of change,’’ said 
Councilman Jack Reagin. 

Reagin recommended that the 
council should approve the 
rezoning. 

Mrs. Kelly said several other 
people opposed the zoning too ‘‘I 
can’t understand why they aren’t 
here. They said they would be 
here,”’ she said. 

**If you say all these people are 


opposed to it. Where are they?,”’ 
Reagin asked, pointing out that 
no one showed up at the zoning 
hearing either. 

Pino said the insurance office 
will increase congestion and traf- 
fic. 

Councilman Calvin McCune 
asked Sherer, ‘‘Why do you want 
zoning since you can build what 
you want to build with the pre- 
sent zoning?” 


The situation remained 
unresolved until council members 
and opponents can discuss the 
issue with nearby property 
owners. 

Mayor H.A.‘‘Doc’’ Rubin said 
the matter will be decided at the 
next meeting.

Alabaster delays zoning vote 


by Bart Slawson 

Alabaster City Council 
members are mulling over the 
formation of a housing authority 
to oversee the construction of 240 
new houses and condominiums. 

Under a little used 1936 law, a 
city can form a housing authority 
to obtain tax-free bonds to 
finance multi-family housing, 
said Palmer O’Barr of Med- 
Comp Computers in Birm- 
ingham. 

O’Barr explained the merits of 
such an authority to council 
members at Monday’s meeting. 

The council listened as O’Barr 
explained that the council must 
appoint five citizens to run the 
authority. 

The purpose is to ‘‘create de- 
cent and clean housing for

residents,’’ O’Barr said. 

The homes would serve low to 
moderate income people (up to 
$38,000 a year) with good credit, 
O’Barr said. There will be no 
government subsidy or poverty 
level type families in the project. 

He explained the authority 
would build ‘‘co-op con- 
dominium type multi-family 
dwellings’ where the co-op 
would buy the building from the 
authority after the tax-free bond 
was retired. 

“Co-op members (residents) 
can build equity and get low cost 
financing to buy their homes,’ 
O’Barr said. 

Because the bonds would be in- 
sured by a mortgage insurance 
company, there would be no risk 
to the city, he said.

TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 
Rolating to Shelby County, 
Alabama to provide for and create the 
Shelby County Racing Commission 
for the regulating, licensing, 


wagering thereon; to prescribe the 
composition, appointment, terms of 
otfice, powers and duties of the com: 
mission; to authorize and empower 
Racing Commission to issue revenue 
bonds for purpose of acquiring land 
and construction of race tracks; to 
Prescribe certain qualifications for 
applicants for licenses; to provide for 
and regulate the pari-mutuel method 
of wagering within the enclosure of 
licensed race tracks; to provide for 
the levying of a special gross receipt 
tax on items sold on premises and 
the distribution thereof; to prescribe 
certain rules and regulations in addi- 
tion to those that may be pro- 
mulgated by the Racing Commission; 
to provide for the distribution and ap- 
propriation of license fees, taxes, 
commissions, and other monies 
received under the provisions of this 
act; to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this act and for other 
purposes relative thereto; to further 
define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters 
of Shelby County on the question of 
whether the act will become effective 
in Shelby County. 

BE iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: A Shelby County Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the powers and 
duties specified in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to execute fully and effec- 
tually the purposes of the Act. The of- 
ficial name of said Commission shall 
be the Shelby County Racing Com- 
mission, the same being sometimes 
referred to herein as the Racing Com- 
mission or the Commission. 

Said Commission shall consist of 
three (3) persons who shall be ap- 
pointed as follows: (1) One member of 
the Commission (Place Number One) 
shall be appointed by a Vote of two 
thirds (2/3rds) of the members 
elected to the legislative delegation 
of the County; (2) One member of the 
Commission (Place Number Two) 
shail be appointed by majority Vote of 
the Shelby County Commission; and, 

(3) One member of the Commission 
(Place Number Three) shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority vote of the 
municipalities located in Shelby 
County, each municipality being en- 
titled to one (1) vote and a majority of 
the Commission or Council of said 
municipality determining how said 
vote is cast. Each such member shall 
hold office for a term of three (3) 
years from the effective date of the 
appointment; provided, however, the 
initial term of office shall expire as 
follows: (1) Place Number One shall 
expire December 31, 1987; (2) Place 
Number Two shall expire December 
31, 1986; and, (3) Place Number Three 
Shall expire December 31, 1985, and 
thereafter, all appointments or reap- 
pointments shall be for the aforesaid 
term of three (3) years, which said 
terms shall expire on the last day of 
the year three (3) years subsequent to 
the expiration of the prior term of ap- 
pointment. Any vacancies created in 
the Commission shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the appointing authori- 
ty designated above which was 
originally responsible for making the 
original appointment to said place on 
said Commission, and as seét out for 
the original appointment of the Com- 
missioners above. 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents, and papers shail 
constitute public records, and be 
available for copying, examination 
and inspection during ail normal 
business hours by any agency, of- 
ficial or person. 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified alec- 
tors not less than twenty-one years of 
age, who shall have resided in Shelby 
County for the period of three (3) 
years mext preceding their appoint- 
ment, Each Commissioner shall take 
the same constitutuional oath of of- 
fice as other County offices, and shail 
give bond payable to the County in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
éd that he will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
public relations, and architectural 
firms for assistance in implementing 
and enforcing its duties under this 
act. 

A member of the Racing Commis- 
sion must not be a member of any 
board of directors or an officer, part- 
ner or associate or be financially in- 
terested in any race tract, or race 
moeting licensed by the Commission, 
of any licensee hereunder; nor shail 
he race any dog or be financially in- 
terested in any dog in any race 
meeting licensed by the Commission. 

The Commission shail elect by ma- 
jority vote one (1) of its members to 
serve as Chairman with a one (1) year 
term, and, the Commission shail 
meet not less often than once each 
three (3) months for the conduct of its 
business. The Commission is em- 
powered to adopt rules and regula- 
tions for the governance of its 
business and affairs. 

Section 4. The compensation of 
each member of the Commission 
Shall be five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
per month. One (1) member of said 
Commission shall be required to be 
in attendance at each racing event 
and said designated member shall 
receive an additional Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per diem while engaged in 
the performance of his duties. The 
above sums shall be paid out of the 
funds in the County treasury 
deposited to the credit of the Racing 
Commission, and shall be paid to the 
Commissioners in the same manner 
as the compensation of other county 
officers is paid. 

Section 5. The Clerk of the County 
Commission or other chief fiscal of- 
ficer of the County Commission, as 
designated by the County Commis- 
sion shall be ex-officio treasurer of 
the Racing Commission, and shall 
collect all the license fees, taxes, and 
monies provided in this Act, and shall 
supervise, check and audit the opera- 
tion of the parimutue! wagering pools 
and the conduct and distribution 
thereof. 

Section 6. The Racing Commiasion 
shall have the authority to employ 
legal counsel! of its selection to ad- 
vise the Commission and represent it 
in ail proceedings. The compensation 


ing Carry out the 
provisions of thie Act; and it shail 
have the following specific duties: 

(1) To fx and set dates upon which 
face meetings may be held or 


operated. 
(2) To make an annual report to the 
ot ite 


(3) To require each applicant to set 
forth on his application for a license 
to operate @ race Meeting the follow. 
Ing information: 


(a) The full name of the person, 


corporated, 
Poration’s agents for service of pro- 
cess within the State of Alabama. 
(b) The names of the partners or 
members, and, if an association or 
corporation, the names of the 
stockholders and officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation or the names 


(¢) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting and a complete set of ar- 
chitect’s renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of constrcution, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with a statement of 
the assets and fiabilities of the per- 
son, firm or corporation making such 
application. 

(d) Whether the racing plant is own- 
ed or leased, and if leased, the name 
and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of 
the officers and directors thereo!, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shall prevent any person, 
association, of corporation from ap- 
plying to the Commission for a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed. 

(3) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(f) To disclose any indictment for or 
conviction of any felony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving a 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person financially 
interested in said applicant. 

(g) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of every appli- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the County. 

(6) All books, records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shail at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of Alabama, 
or of any county, municipality, or 
other subdivision of the State, or of 
any official investigative body or 
committee having authority to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the commis- 
sion, and no person having charge or 
custody thereof shail refuse this right 
to any officer or investigative body or 
committee, and it shall be the ex- 
press duty of such person to assist 
such officer or committee in locating 
records or information desired by 
them. Any member or employee of 
the Commission who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be remov- 
6d from office and forfeit his bond. 

Section 8. Any person, association 
or corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the County shall have 
the right to apply to the Commission, 
subject to tne grovisions of this Act, 
and to hold and conduct one or more 
race meetings at such tract seach 
year, provided that no such license 
shall be granted to any person, 
association, or corporation, or to any 
track, for a period longer than three 
hundred (300) racing days in any one 
(1) year. 

Section 9. The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
80 that any such track shall conduct a 
charity day or days of racing for any 
One oF more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 
Status as provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fits derived from the operation of 

such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes for such day's 
Operations shali be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted, The charity trust fund 
Shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission. 

In determining profits derived trom 
such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the County agency therof 
for such days’ operations. Said tracks 
shall only be entitled to deduct from 
the profits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shal! be those expenses incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shall not be deemed to include 
such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
fed had the race on that day not been 
heid, including, but not limited to, 
such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
dally or prorated expense as the Rac- 
ing Commission may by rule 
prescribe. 

Section 10. it is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Shelby County 
by providing an increased tax base, 
jobs for the citizens herein, and pro- 
motion of tourism, recreation an the 
overall well being of the citizens 
herein. it is turther the intent of this 
act to provide for strict focal contro! 
of the racing plant or plants and the 
Operation of said plant by Shelby 
County citizens so as to minimize the 
possibility of undersirable gambling 
elements trom ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shall be 
employed in any manner about said 
race track except as exercise boys, 
handlers, grooms, ushers and con- 
sessionaires; nor shail persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
attend any race. 

Section 12. (a) On or before the 
15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association or corporation 
Possessing the qualifications 
prescirbed in this Act shall have the 
right to apply to the Racing Commis- 
sion for a permit or license to con- 
duct race meetings and racing under 
this Act. 

On or before the first day of 
December of each year, alter the 
receipt of any such application, the 
Commission shail convene to con- 
sider and act upon all permits or 
licenses applied for. Approved per- 
mits or licenses shall be granted fora 
Period of one year from the date of is- 
Suance and shall set forth, in addition 
to any other information prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing to be 

conducted and shail show the receipt 
by the Commission of the license fee 
set by the Commission, the setting of 
which is hereby authorized. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor 
shall it apply to any other place, tract, 
or enclosure except the one specitied 
in this license. 

(b) The Commission shall not issue 
any licenses which would permit any 
two race tracks in the County to 
Operate on the same racing days in 
the racing of gnimais of the same 
genus. Further, after the firat license 
has been issued to the licenses, all 
subsequent annual applications for a 
license by a permit holder shall be ac- 


license shail not be denied except tor 
due cause. 

(c) Ail employees of sald track must 
be a bona tide resident citizens of the 
County in which sald track is located. 
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Section 13. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting a race 
Meeting, upon the wiliful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule of regulation promulgated by 
the Commission. 


(b) It is unlawful for any member of 
said Racing Commission, or any 
licensee under this chapter, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu: 
tlon whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any Slate, 
County or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by any licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee, 

4c) If any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
participates In, any violation of the 
provision of this Act, in addition to 
such other civic and criminal 
penalities otherwise applicable, such 
member shail be subject to removal 
trom office. 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 


the licensee being afforded an oppor: 

tunity to face and examine his ac- 

cusors, call witnesses,and testify if 
chooses. 
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Section 14. The Commission is em- 
Powered to compel the production of 
any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whever it has reason to believe that 
such employee or or official is guilty 
of any Improper practice in connec- 
tion with racing, has falied to comply 
with any condition of the license, or 
has violated any rule adopted by the 
Commission. The Commission shall 
have the power to require that the 
books and financial or other 
statements of any licensee be kept in 
a manner and method provided by the 
Commission; and the Commission 
shall be authorized to visit, in- 
vestigate, and place auditors and in- 
spectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shail 
have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it. 

Section 15. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
Starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing form or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tlon with the wagering machines, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
fixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shail be inelegible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
Operate thereunder. 

The Commission may deny or 
revoke a license to any person who 
has been refused or denied a license 
by any other state racing commission 
or racing authority. 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make tules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutual Wagering” shail be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise, Only the persons, 
associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shall restrict and confine 
his form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. Ali 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of races shall be illegal, and any or all 
wagering outside of the enclosure of 
such races, where such races shall 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shail be illegal. 

No person or Corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any 
Gratuity and no person shail purchase 
any part of a pari-mutue! pool through 
another, wherein he gives of pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to eight 
percent (8%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The Commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutue! pool, 
which amount shail include the eight 
percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the eight per- 
cent (8%) for the use of the commis- 
sion and the percentage commission 
of the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each pool shall 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shall 
generally conform to practices now in 
effect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 
in @ sum equal to the next lowest 
multiple of ten. The licensee is entitt.

However, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to prohibit the is-

issuance of all such tax-free passes 
shall be governed by the regulations 
and orders of the Commission and a 
list of ali such officers, employees, 
and news service representaties shall 
be filed with the Commission. 

Section 19. The licensee fees, com- 
missions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license, 
excise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city,

Secton 20, All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other monies including 
fines and forteitures received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer of the

SION. Deposits shall, to the extent 
practicable, be deposited in interest 
bearing accounts or securities.

gregate unless and until an approved 
Sanitation certificate has been issued

Murder suspect arrested 


by David F. Moore 

Mystery continues to cloud the 
shotgun death of a Birmingham 
art dealer whose body was found 
recently in Helena. 

On Friday, Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow and deputy investigators 
charged Gerald Lawley, 31, of 
Birmingham, with the murder of 
Malcolm McRae. 

Tuesday, Lawley remained in 
the Shelby County Jail in lieu of 
$50,000 bond. 

Lawley, however, contends the 
shooting was accidental. 

**He admitted to being respon- 
sible for his (McRae’s) death,”’ 
Glasgow told the Reporter, ‘‘but 


he stated that it was an acci- 
dent.”’ 

What investigators are now 
facing is the unraveling of rumor 
from fact, in a case that still has 
numerous questions dangling 
without full answers. 

‘*Parts of Lawley’s story just 
aren’t clear right now,’’ Glasgow 
said, 

‘*Because it wasn’t reported 
for almost two months, it makes 
us curious, suspicious, about 
what happened,”’ he continued. 
‘It’s not clear yet as to why they 
went out there (to the isolated site 
of the abandoned Ruffin Mines 
in Helena).’’ 


*‘There’s some more questions. 
More people need to be inter- 
viewed,’’ Glasgow said. 

McRae disappeared February 
27 from his Southside 
gallery/home. His decomposed 
body was found April 17 by a 
Helena man scouring the area 
with a metal detector. 


Glasgow said Lawley contends 
he was shooting at a_ bottle 
McRae was throwing into the air. 

Lawley, who reportedly has a 
high IQ, is an unemployed 
painter who previously worked 
eight and a half years as a Birm- 
ingham firefighter, Glasgow said.

Who will represent Shelby 
County in the new Alabama 
House and Senate? 

When will we elect them? 

These questions are causing 
much speculation in political 
circles, as the state heads into a 
court-ordered election. 

The unique situation will 
match up senators and house 
members with the new districts 
the state is divided into. 

Until the governor announces 
the date of the general election, 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties say they cannot decide 
whether they will have time to 
call primaries. If there is not time 
for primaries, the parties could 
nominate by convention. 

Sonny Moore, who now is the 
representative for the large 
eastern section of Shelby County, 
says he would like to run for the 
new Senate district. But if there is 
no primary, he would have to 
have the nomination of the state 
Democratic Committee, meeting 
as a convention, in order to run 
against the Republican nominee 
in the general election. 

Don Murphy, who is now 


PEPIesenung ic “westerm sceri98 
of the county would like to be the 
Republican nominee for the same 
Senate seat. 

The new Senate seat includes 
all of Shelby County and parts of 
Bibb and St. Clair counties. 

Several others are being men- 
tioned for the Senate race. 

If both Murphy and Moore run 
for the Senate, that would leave 
the house races in their districts 
open to newcomers. Potential 
candidates for those seats are 
keeping a low profile at present, 
waiting on the governor to an- 
nounce the general election date. 

According to a spokesman at 
the state Democratic head- 
quarters, the chairman of county 
committees and the Young 
Democrats are pushing for 
primaries. 

But the expense of primaries, 
not only to candidates, but also 
to county and state governments, 
is an argument against holding 
primaries. 

Another problem facing the 
political organizations is @ con- 
flict in state law with the court 
order. : 

According to Senator Lister 
Hill Proctor, co-chairman of the 
state’s reapportionment plan, the 
quirk in the law arises because the 
federal court order says terms of 
the legislators will expire on 
December 31. Yet state law says 
legislators assume office the day

after the general election. Proctor 
Says this must be resolved for an 
orderly transfer of power. 

Proctor says, ‘‘Never under 
any stretch of the imagination did 
we foresee the courts ordering 
this special election.’’ He said 
none of the plaintiffs who asked 
for the new redistricting wanted a 
special election. 


“The sad part is, in my time in 
the Senate, I have never seen so 
many crucial issues we need to 
address. But in place of facing up 
to the issues, legislators are look- 
ing over their shoulders to see 
how their votes on issues will af- 
fect them in this new election. 
The election process has taken an 
Overriding position, and many

important things are now on the 
back burner,”’ Proctor says. 

But Proctor is pleased with the 
reapportionment plan. ‘‘The 
significant thing about this plan 
is that it will serve the state for 10 
or 20 years or more and 
legislators in 2000 will not have to 
face it again. We did something 
that hasn’t been done since 1901, 
and unraveled some of the pro- 
blems that were built in during all 
those years.’’ 

Proctor now represents eastern 
Shelby County in the Senate, as 
well as Coosa, Chilton and parts 
of Talladega Counties. Since he 
lives in Talladega County, the 
new plan will throw him into a 
contest with Senator John 
Teague for the new seat there. 


Bills proposed: 


Salary power to county; 


private driveway work 


Three new pieces of legislation 
were proposed this week that will 
affect Shelby, County - if they 
pass. 

Representative Don Murphy 
presented them to the County 
Commission/Monday, saying he 
would introduce them in the 
House after the four-week re- 
quired advertising period. 


One bill would give the county 
commission the right to set all 
salary rates for all county 
employees. This bill would take 
away salary-setting power from 
the personnel board that oversees 
the sberiff’s. department. But it 
would make it easier for the com- 
mission to project expenses and 
to write a balanced budget each 
year. 

Another bill would create a 
license issuing division in the pro- 
bate office. It would transfer 
duties from the tax assessor and 
tax collector to the probate 
judge. It would also give the 
judge $500 per month in expense 
allowance. 

The third bill would give the 
county the right to perform work 
and sell materials to churches, in- 
dividuals, schools and nonprofit 
associations and corporations. 


The wording limits the activity to 
when materials and services are 
not ‘‘reasonably available to 
them at a reasonable cost from 
private enterprise.”’ 

The county engineer would 
report each January to the com- 
mission, which would issue a 
written policy on this type of 
work. The policy would be 
published annually in the 
newspaper. The recipient would 
sign a contract that would 
become a public document, and 
would pay for the work or 
material at the time it is received. 

The bill is aimed at helping 
people with driveways, cherting, 
and similar projects. 

Representative Sonny Moore 
said he had not heard about the 
first bill. On the second proposal, 
he told the Reporter, ‘‘If it just 
creates more jobs, I’m not sure 
I'd be for it.”’ But if the county 
can use the same employees it 
already has, he indicated he 
might favor it. 

On the third bill, Moore said 
he tried to get a similar bill passed 
last year, but was told too many 
parts of it were unconstitutional. 

The proposed bills are printed 
in full on the legal page of this 
issue of the Reporter.

The case has been under investigation for more than a year. 
No mention was made as to why it took so long to file the in- 
dictments. The indictments were announced by Cecil Moses 
of the Birmingham FBI office, and by U.S. Attorney Frank 


Donaldson.

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Moore’s fuel bill 


draws fire, support 


by Bart Slawson 

State Representative Sonny 
Moore (D-Sterrett) introduced a 
fuel bill in the legislature that op- 
ponents would like to set on fire. 

A Calera oil dealer, however, 
said the bill is necessary to help 
him compete with big oil com- 
panies and stay in business. 

The bill, whose immediate 
future looks dim, would require a 
mark-up of at least 9% on sales 
of gasoline, diesel fuel, kerosene, 
jet fuel, motor oil and other 
lubricants. It’s called the Motor 
Fuel Marketing Act. 

A study by the Alabama 
Petroleum Council, which lob- 
bies for large oil companies, 
estimated the bill would drive up 
the cost of driving in Alabama by 
$77 million annually. 

According to state records, 
Moore received a $500 campaign 
contribution (the maximum 
allowed by law) from the In- 
dependent Oil Members of 
Alabama Political Action Com- 
mittee. The lobby represents in- 
dependent oil dealers who would 
directly benefit from Moore’s 
legislation. 

When asked about a connec- 
tion between the bill and the con- 
tribution, Moore said, ‘“That had 
nothing to do with it whatsover.”’ 

**T introduced the bill to help 
independent jobbers and try to 
establish a wholesale price. The 
company owned service stations 
are trying to put the little man out 
by cutting prices. They’re selling 
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below wholesale to the public 
but, selling above wholesale to 
jobbers,”’ he said. 

Bernie Higginbotham, owner 
of Higginbotham Oil Company 
of Calera agrees with Moore. 

“I can’t compete. I’m six or 
seven cents out of line. If the 
market doesn’t change, the major 
oil companies could very well put 
me out of business,’’ he said. 

He said Moore’s bili is a 
guarantee the big oil companies 
can’t sell below cost. The demise 
of Higginbotham Oil could throw 
as many as 32 people out of 
work, he said. 

Tom Dart, associate director 
of the Alabama Petroleum Coun- 
cil denies the,companies are sell- 
ing below cost. ‘‘If he has any 
proof of that claim, there are 
federal laws that would take care 
of it,’’ he said. 

Representative Don Murphy 
(R-Pelham) said he doesn’t buy 
the ‘little guy vs. big guy’ argu- 
ment. 

“The smaller ‘mom and pop’ 
stores that are willing to compete 
are making money. Everybody 
said the big groceries, Big B and 
K-Mart would put them out of 
business. They didn’t,’’ he said. 

Hearings on the bill have been 
set and postponed three times 
leading oil lobbyists to believe 
Moore will hold off until the next 
session. 

Moore said he will probably 
wait for a better time to rein- 
troduce the bill.

Accident prompts 
traffic light crusade

The erratic traffic light at the 
intersection of Highway 31 and 
Cross Creek Road in Pelham 
became a personal cause for Ben- 
ny Zito on Oct. 23, 1982. 

That was the day Zito’s car was 
rammed broadside by a truck as 
he was driving to work. 

They took his car away in a 
box and Zito in an ambulance. 
After the wreck, he didn’t 
remember anything until the end 
of November. When he came 
around, he was blind. 

Four major neurological 
surgeries later, he can see and 
speak again. 

After the doctors told him he 
was improving, Zito started a one 
man campaign to get the light fix- 
ed. He knocked on doors called 
the mayor, the state highway 
department and the police to try 
to get the light fixed. 

The light has plagued Pelham 
city officials as well, who are 
responsible for the light. 

‘‘We can’t keep it fixed. It’s 
been out, off and on, for a few 
weeks now,’’ said Pelham Mayor 
Burk Dunaway. 

But Zito, 27, said it hasn’t 
worked right for several months. 
Twice a day he keeps a log recor- 
ding if the light works or not each 
time he drives through the light. 
He said everybody he talked to 
said it was someone else’s pro- 
blem. 

On Tuesday morning, Mayor 
Dunaway said he was fed up. 
‘**This morning I ordered a $3,000 
mechanism from a Tennessee 
company to fix the light for 
good,’ he said.

has ever been bitten by a rabies 


suspect, then you know about the 
often agonizing procedure to 
determine if the animal is indeed 
infected with rabies. If the animal 
is a pet dog or cat, it must be 
quarantined under the observa- 
tion of a veterinarian for ten 
days. 

Rabid animals usually die 
within. four days of onset of 


’ characteristic. symptoms. In the 


case of a wild animal, the animal 
is sacrificed and its head is sub- 
mitted toa suitable laboratory 
for examination of brain tissues. 

If the animal is positive for 
rabies, you must begin the series 
of post-exposure shots im- 
mediately. 

One problem, however is that-a 
person may not even know that 
he or she has had contact with a 
rabid animal and needs a vaccina- 
tion. When the symptoms appear 
(sometimes months after ex- 
posure) it is too late. 


. are. 
Rabies is commonly transmit- 


ted to humans by the bite of in-. 


fected animals that have the virus 
in their saliva. Infection may also 
occur by saliva getting into-ex- 
isting skin wounds. 

Even rubbing your eye with a 
hand exposed to infected saliva 
can introduce the virus.into your 
body.. Under cértain cir- 
cumstances, transmission of the 
virus through the air may occur. 

Rabies affects: all warm- 
blooded animals, therefore any 
warm-blooded animal can 
transmit it to humans. 

Since the closest source of 
rabies is household pets, you 
should have your dogs and cats 
vaccinated each year. 

With the spread of suburbia; 
the appearance of an abnormally 
affectionate raccoon in the back 
yard may present a temptation to 
adopt the critter as a pet. Don’t 
do it! It most likely has rabies: 

Tell your children to avoid 


contact with any wild animal, - 


stray dog or cat, no matter how 
tame it appears.

**Everybody benefits!,’’ said 
Alabaster Mayor H.A.‘‘Doc’”’ 
Rubin. 
He may be right. Alabaster of- 
ficials appear to have found a 
way to stimulate the town’s 
economy, banking, employment, 
population and tax base -- all in 
one program. 
And they say they can do it 
with no risk to the city. 
The magic formula is a housing 
authority, which under state law 
can be set up by a city council asa 
vehicle for low interest loans to 
housing developers. 
Palmer O’Barr, a financial 
consultant from Birmingham, 
makes his living arranging 
‘‘marriages’’ between growth- 
hungry towns and developers in 
search of cheap loans. 
The proposed authority would 
serve low to moderate income 
families (moderate income is 
$38,000) in a multi-family ar- 
rangement like condominiums, 
O’Barr said. 
Although O’Barr refused to 
identify the Birmingham 
developers he is trying to interest 
in dealing with the authority, he 
did say the first construction 
phase of Willow Creek develop- 
ment would cost $6 to $8 million. 

Cross Creek developers, who 
started Willow Creek but didn’t 
have the money to finish it, could 
likely be one of the firms O’Barr 
is working on. 

The city installed water, sewer 
and streets in the Willow Creek 
area before the project stalled, so 
it seems an ideal area to restart, 
O’Barr said. 

Another benefit of the housing 
authority idea is that bonds will 
be insured by the federal govern- 
ment or private mortgage in- 
surance firms, giving them an 
automatic ‘AA’ rating on the 
bond market, O’Barr said... __.

Mayor Rubin is sold on the 
idea. 

**‘Through this housing 
authority, developers can 
establish a means to get low- 
interest bonds and we aren’t 
liable for anything. It’s a 
magnificent growth factor,’’ he 
said. 

The plan takes advantage of a 
little-used 1936 law allowing 
cities to set up boards to secure 


low interest bonds. Such boards 
have been approved by the at- 
torney general’s office. 

‘‘What’s killing the building 
industry is high-interest rates. 
The housing authority gives 
builders the opportunity to beat 
those high rates,’’ Rubin said. 

The mayor estimated the new 
Willow Creek development 
would bring in about 500 more 
citizens into Alabaster, stimulate

retail sales, employment, and 
yield benefits for banks. 

“If it’s there to use, why not 
use it? There’s no reason to op- 
pose it,’’ Rubin said. ‘‘We want 
to keep Alabaster a go-and- 
get’em city.”

**It sounded like a jet airplane was flying over the house, a 
huge, roaring whoom and then it faded away.”’ 

Ruby Abrams used those words to describe the lightning bolt 
that struck near her house north of Vincent on highway 25 at 
about 2:10 a.m. Monday causing her power and water to fail. 

Abrams and her son, Walter, met each other in the hallway of 
their house after the noise jarred them from bed. 

In retrospect, Mrs. Abrams found it strange that she jumped 
so fast because she has arthritis in her legs. 
A | guess I forgot about my arthritis for a minute, she said. 

The lightning appeared to have struck a tree about 250 feet 
from the house. Six feet from the base of the tree the bark was 
torn away. A hole was left at the bottom, exposing roots. 

The lightning then apparently skipped toward the house mak- 
ing haphazard eight-inch holes in the ground. 

When it reached Abrams’ driveway, it dug a five-inch deep 
trench about a foot wide. 

After that, the bolt appeared to have followed the foil garden 
edging that lines Abrams’ front walkway. 

The lightning dug double trenches on either side of the walk, 
burning flowers and creating a hole 14 inches deep and about 
two and a half feet wide near the porch. 

The lightning also broke four windows in the house and burn- 
ed a hole in the water main, rupturing it. 

During her 40 years in the Vincent area, Abrams said she has 
never experienced anything quite like this. She thought maybe 
the lightning was combined with a small tornado. 

‘J. Alpha Lowe, former county commissioner, theorized that 
the lightning could have followed a phone cable which led 
toward the house. This would account for the almost straight 
line that the lightning made from the tree to the house. 

A Harpersville resident reported that his house was shaking 
and a resident that lives across the road from Mrs. Abrams 
reported seeing ‘‘a huge ball of fire’’ just before the lightning

New district lines are still a mystery

Nobody in Shelby County 
seems to know the exact dividing 
line between the new House 
Districts 40 and 41. 

The boundary is drawn 
roughly on maps, but it follows 
census tract lines, and no one in 
the county has yet been able to 
get maps that show the census 
lines. 

As reported earlier, the line, 


approximately, goes from River- 
chase through Pelham, 
Alabaster, and Montevallo. 
District 41 is east of the line; 
District 40 is west. 

The new districts were formed 
by the state legislature and ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Justice and the federal courts, so 
the line has been definitely, if not 
clearly established. County of- 
ficials, who must draw up voter 


lists and establish where each 
voter votes, are in a quandary. 

Doris Turner, chairman of the 
Board of Registars, turned over 
all the maps she was given by 
Representative Sonny Moore, to 
County Planner Paul Owens, and 
asked him to define the voting 
precincts. 

But Owens, who has vast ex- 
perience in working with Shelby 
Coutny maps, says he cannot

proceed without more informa- 
tion on the census tract lines. 
Owens suspects that the new 
district line may divide several 
beats. If so, new beat lines will 
have to be drawn up, and he com- 
mented Tuesday, ‘‘They don’t 
know what trouble it is to cross 
beat lines.”’ 
In the last election, where that 
was done in several west Shelby

Furthermore, the decision on 
the new system is still expected, 
despite the fact that Snowden 
told bidders, ‘‘I was told the 
other day that we had more than 
needed’’ (with the current Bur- 
roughs system). 

After the meeting Snowden j 
told the Reporter that the current 
Burroughs hardware ‘‘is good.’’

Dogs kill 
newborn

Two dogs killed a newborn 
baby near Montevallo Thursday 
after the mother left it outside on 
the ground, police said. 

The mother, Esther Cutts, 22, 
of Route 5 Montevallo, was being 
held in the Shelby County Jail 
without bond Friday. Deputies 
said she is charged with 
manslaughter. 

County Coroner Billy Thomp- 
son said the woman was from a 
strict family and lives at home. 
Because she weighed 240 pounds, 
she was able to keep her pregnan- 
cy a secret from her family. 

Thompson said the story Cutts 
told police indicated the baby was 
only hours old. Cutts told them 
she wrapped the infant and hid it 
outside on the ground until her 
mother left for work. 

Shortly afterwards, the dogs 
apparently found the baby. They 
mangled the lower half of its 
body, dragging it 140 feet from 
the house. 

The baby girl’s body was 
found by a neighbor, police said. 

The incident took place some 
three miles outside ‘the 
Montevallo city limits, between

; Rabies Inspector 
: There are few topics that 
crate more misconceptions 

d misinformation than rabies. 

the problem is that everyone 
knows about rabies, but the 
general public receives very little 
correct information about the 
disease. 

Here are some often-asked 
questions about rabies, and what 
you should do in case of a possi- 
ble exposure. 

Q: If my dog or cat bites so- 
meone, can I confine it at home? 
_ A: No. According to state law, 
it must be confined for ten days 
with a veterinarian. A vet clinic 
has cage facilities to prevent 
escape, and a veterinarian is 
trained to recognize the early 
symptoms of rabies. 

Q: If a dog or cat is drooling 
Saliva, does that mean it has 
rabies? 

A: Possibly, but there are other 
more likely causes of excessive 
salivation. Look for other symp- 
toms, such as aggressi¥eness or

Q: What should I do if my pet 
is exposed to a known rabid 
animal? 

A: If your pet’s rabies vaccina- 
tion is current (within the past 12 
months), it should be protected. 
A booster vaccination should be 
given within 7 days, and the 
animal should be observed for 
any symptoms for 60 to 90 days. 
If the pet has not been vac- 
cinated, it should either be put to 
sleep or be kept in quarantine 
four to six months, 

Q: If I have a wild animal for a 
pet, can it be vaccinated for 
rabies? 

A: No. Currently, rabies vac- 
cine is recommended only for 
domestic animals - not for wild 
animals such as raccoons, 
skunks, and ferrets, Certain types 
of vaccine may actually produce 
rabies in these animals. 

Q: What about cattle and 
horses? 

A; Cattle and horses can get 
rabies, and they can be vac-

A: If you are bitten by a dog or 
cat, or by a wild animal 
(especially a raccoon, fox, skunk, 
or bat), wash the bitten area with 
soap and water and see a doctor 
immediately. 

Request that the doctor or 
emergency room notify the 
Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment at 663-7670, or the County 
Rabies Inspector at 665-2226 as 
soon as possible. If the dog or cat 
is a pet, have the pet owner’s 
name, address and telephone 
number available for the report. 

If the animal is a stray, do not 
attempt to catch or confine it.

finally gets nod from 


Justice Department 


by Bert Seaman Despite their efforts, the vote was 
Alabaster officials heaved the held as scheduled and passed 505 
proverbial sigh of relief last week to 245. 


when the Justice Department ap- 
proved all the territory the city 
has annexed. 

Until that stamp of approval 
was finalized, the city had been 
holding in escrow that portion of 
ad valorem tax from residents an- 
nexed into the city last year. 

Now that revenue, which 
amounts to approximately 
$50,000, can be collected. 

However, the city will have to 
shell out more than that amount 
just to contract for garbage ser- 
vice for the 4,500 or so new 
citizens. 

According to Mayor H.A. 
“‘Doc’’ Rubin, garbage bids are 
now being let and service is ex- 
pected to begin in June or July. 


‘*We’re just thrilled to death 
over the news that the annexa- 
tions have been approved and to 


have these new residents as part 


of our city,’’ Rubin declared. 

Saying he felt the new citizens 
would be pleased too, Rubin 
pointed out that they will receive 
fire, paramedic and police ser- 
vice. 

He also noted that fire in- 
surance premimums will be lower 
now for the new residents since 
the city has a class ‘5’ fire in- 
surance rating. 


When the annexation came to a: 


vote in May of 1982, opponents 
tried to call off the election. 


However, in order to get 
Justice Department approval, the 
city had to go to a ward system of 
voting. 

Federal officials had been con- 
cerned that the annexation of 
mostly white areas may have 
weakened the voting strength of 
black residents. 

The division of the city into 
five wards -- one of which is 
mainly black -- is supposed to 
remedy this possible conflict, 
however. 


Under the new system, 
residents voting in the 1984 city 
council election can only vote for 
the candidate from their ward. 

The exception, however, will 
be the mayor’s race. That office 
will still be elected by the entire 
populace. 

Expressing his optimism about 
the future of the city, Rubin said 
he has been told that Alabaster is 
one of the ‘‘fastest growing and 
most progressive cities in the 
state.’’ 

At least for the time being, the 
annexation finalization also 
answers a question that used to 
come from time to time: Who’s 
bigger, Alabaster or Pelham? 


Alabaster now has a popula- 
tion between 12,000 and 13,000 
residents. Pelham’s unofficial 
count is 7,200.

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Abortion bill stirs issues pro and con 


by Bart Slawson 

Should parents be notified 
before their children receive 
abortions? 

That’s' the question State 
Senator Spencer Bachus 
(R-Mountain Brook) and a group 
of legislators want answered 
**yes.”” 

Bachus -- who also represents 
portions of Shelby County -- and 
seven other legislators introduced 
the bill in both houses of the 
legislature, causing a head-on 
collision with the Alabama 
branch of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU). 


Both sides claim the other side 
is misinformed on the issue. _ 

Bachus said the bill is necessary 
because it addresses problem 
areas. ‘‘Most physicians and 
agencies wouldn’t perform abor- 
tions on a child without seeking 
the parents advice or considera- 
tion, but some don’t,”’ he said. 

Another purpose behind the 
bill is to notify the parent that the 
teenager is pregnant. ‘‘An unw- 


ed, pregnant child needs counsel- 
ing and supervision,’’ he said. 

Mary Weidler, director of the 
Alabama office of the ACLU 
disagrees. 

Weidler said Bachus has 
neglected to look at a woman’s 
constitutional right to seek an 
abortion. Weidler said that right 
extends to minors. 

The director said the bill is an 
attempt to cut off access to abor- 
tions. 

**You can’t legislate what goes 
on in a family. If notification is 
required, some parents would be 
so incensed they could become 
violent and throw the child out of 
the house,’’ Weidler said. 

Bachus said all confrontations 
are not necessarily negative. He 


_believes most parents would want 


to know if someone was counsel- 
ing their child on something as 
serious as an abortion. ~~ ~ 
‘This bill is designed to let 
parents raise their kids as they see 
fit. Instead of getting counseling 
from some abortion mill 
counselor,’’ he said.

‘The senator added that 
“‘abortion mills’’ will lose money 
to hospital-performed abortions. 
He believes they oppose the bill 
not on principle, but on self- 
interested financial grounds. 

‘*A hospital abortion costs five 
times as much as a clinic pro- 
cedure,” Weidler said. 


Bachus said the bill would also 
help identify incestuous relation- 
ships and abuse in a family 


because a judge could report such. 


information to prosecutors. 
‘*Abortion mills may be unwit- 


tingly covering up these in- - 


cestuous situations,’’ he said. 

Weidler said she was appalled 
by Bachus’ statement. . 

*T think that’s an absolutely 
outrageous charge. The people at 
abortion clinics are responsible, 
concerned people who care about 
their patients. There is no cover- 
up,”’ she said.

Bachus said one social worker 
told him they treated a child who 
got an abortion and she (literally) 
didn’t know how she got preg- 
nant. ; 

The senator cited a study done 
by the Czechoslovakian Medical 
Society concerning the alarming 
frequency of sterility and miscar- 
riage among women who receive 
abortions. 

Bachus said the study is highly 
credible because it is critical of 
the communist goverment’s sanc- 
tioning of abortion as a form of 
birth control. 


Weidler countered, ‘‘That’s ab- 
solutely not true.’’ She cited 
American studies showing pro- 
perly done abortions caused no 
lasting problems. 

Diane Derzis, is director of

forgetting these young women 
have the right to make a choice.’’ 

“This bill doesn’t ban abor- 
tion. It bans the interference with 
a parent’s right to know what’s 
happening to his child,’’ Bachus 
said. 
An ACLU publication points 
out another possible point of 
conflict, in that the bill requires 
that a judge determine both that 
a minor is mature, and that the 
sought. abortion will be in the 
girl’s best interest. However, the 
Supreme Court holds that a 
mature minor must be given an 
opportunity for a confidential 
abortion regardless of a judge’s 
view of her best interest. 

The controversial bills are still 
in committee, and may stay there 
for some time, because of the 
large number. of other issues up 
for consideration.

Shelby County’s Commission 
short-circuited a decision Mon- 
day to purchase a new computer 
system.

The change would have been 
the fourth for the county in near- 
ly 12 years. 

However, after a month of 
meetings and even taking bids for 
a new system, the commission 
failed to make a clear cut choice.

That action, which left the 
situation unresolved, was based 
on uncertainties about the Bur- 
roughs system.

Acid spill closes I-65 


by Bart Slawson 

Hydro-fluorosilic acid and 
hydrogen peroxide are dangerous 
by themselves, but a combination 
of the two is deadly. 

A small mixture of these two 
dangerous irritant chemicals gave 
off poison gas last Wednesday 
during an acid spill near Calera. 
A three-mile section of I-65 had 
to be closed, backing up traffic 
for miles. 

A truck owned by Industrial 
Chemicals Corporation was 
enroute from Montgomery to 
Birmingham at 2 p.m. when the 
driver discovered chemicals leak- 
ing under his truck, said Earl N. 
Miller, a_ transportation- 
enforcement officer with the 


Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

The driver, who was not iden- 
tified, pulled over and found a 
hole eaten in the truck bed and 
highly corrosive hydrogen perox- 
ide solution leaking out. 

A half-cup of acid also leaked 
out, mixed with a pint of 


hydrogen peroxide creating a 


foam that gave off poison gas 

‘It was leaking on sabe 
passenger side of the truck, away 
from traffic. I don’t know what 
would have happened if the leak 
was on the driver’s side with all 
those people driving by,’’ Miller 
said.

25 and 31 and rerouted traffic 
through Calera. 

Officials from the State 
Department of Environmental 
Management, the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
Hank’s Ambulance Service, the 
Calera Police, Fire and Rescue 
Departments were also called to 
assist with the spill. 

The actual clean-up of the spill 
was handled by Industrial 
Chemicals, the company respon- 
sible for the spill. The chemicals 
were intended for use in water 
treatment facilities. 

The team poured soda ash over 
the contaminated parts of the 
ground, They removed the leak- 
ing 500-pound barrels from the 
damaged truck and loaded them 
on rental trucks and company 
vehicles to be taken to Birm- 


Parts of the contaminated 
ground had to be dug up and car- 
ried away. 

Miller said no one was injured 
and the cleanup was handled well 
by Industrial Chemicals. ‘We 
were lucky all the way around. 
They were not violating any 
regulations concerning carriers 
for hire and chemical transporta- 
tion regulations. I think it was a 
freak accident,’’ he said. 

Traffic was blocked off for six 
hours troopers said. 

‘If the entire 2,790 pounds of 
hydro-fluorosilic acid and 4,000 
pounds of hydrogen peroxide 
35% solution had mixed, it 
would have been disastrous, 
Miller said.

Singapore is Mobile magnified

The pur- 
pose was to get firsthand infor- 
mation on the five countries that 
make up the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (Asean) 
and how this affects the U.S. 
by Marcia M. Sears 

Singapore is a booming success 
story. In the mid-1960’s it was a 
slum. Today it is one of the most 
modern cities in the world. Its 
busy and industrious citizens 
have nothing in common with the 
old image of decadence and of 
British colonists lounging around 
the Raffles Hotel. 

Lee Kwon Yu, the president of 
the country since its break with 
Malaysia in 1965, gets all the 
credit. He built the city-nation 
the way he wanted it, and the 
people went along with him, 
because they saw it was creating a 
better life, at least in material 
benefits. 

Lee purposely introduced pro- 
grams to break up old cultural 
patterns that had Malay and 
Chinese ethnics groups opposing 
each other. 


One of these was to build high 
rise apartment buildings and 
force mixed ethnic and racial 
groups to move into them. 

He took the enormous natural 
advantage of Singapore’s deep- 
water port, and channeled energy 
and funds into building up inter- 
national trade. Soon multi- 
national companies and banks 
were building headquarters there. 
It is now rivaling Hong Kong as a 
financial center. 


The Chicago-sized nation has 
no natural resources except the 
port. Yet Singapore is a major oil 
center, because it has built the 
largest oil refineries in that part 
of the world. 

Everything is imported, 
manufactured or processed, then 
exported. 

It is in adding value to raw 
materials that Singapore has 
taught its citizens to excel, even 
with water. Singapore imports it 
from Malaysia, purifies it, uses 
part, and sells the rest back to 
Malaysia. 

The airport and several hous- 
ing projects were built up from 
swamps. Fifty square kilometers

exposures are quite likely. 

Members of the medical com- 
munity -- doctors, veterinarians, 
researchers -- have an obligation 
to do everything possible to pre- 
vent human death due to rabies.

Veterinarians continue to push 
for pet vaccinations. This is our 
first line of defense. 

Unfortunately, we don’t seem 
to reach or convince a lot of peo- 
ple to vaccinate their pets. We 
will increase our efforts this year 
to promote public awareness 
about rabies, and to provide 
more opportunities for low-cost 
rabies shots at vaccination clinics 
throughout the county. 

Dates for ‘‘make-up”’ clinics 
will be announced later. We will 
continue to work with the health 
department in handling bites and 
other exposures, and to confine 
or submit for testing all suspect 
animals as necessary. . 

Your family physician or the 
emergency room doctor should 
be your first and best source of 
advice if you are exposed to a 
rabid animal. He will tell you that 
post-exposure treatment no 
longer means up to 23 painful 
shots in the abdomen, but rather 
one shot of rabies immune 
globulin plus 5 shots of a new, 
improved human rabies vaccine -- 
all given in an arm or hip muscle. 

He will also tell you that if you 
occupationally deal with animals 
and may be subjected to rabies 
exposure, you should be in- 
noculated against the disease. 
This requires only 3 initial shots 
given at weekly intervals, and a 
booster shot every 2 years. 

Research has produced better 
vaccines for pet animals and 
humans. - But a suitable vaccine 
for wild animals has yet to be 
developed. 

Scientists are, however, work- 
ing on an oral vaccine for rac- 
coons, to be hidden in food scat- 
tered in the wild.

Will soccer return to Pelham? 


Does soccer have a future at 
Pelham High School? 

At this writing, the answer to 
that question is not clear. But if 
the success of Pelham’s first soc- 
cer team -- under volunteer coach 

Jim Samudio -- is any sort of in- 
dicator, good things should lie 
ahead. 

This year Pelham fielded a soc- 
cer team through the formation 
of a club and without ‘“‘official’’ 
school sanction. 

That team, which included on- 
ly one senior starter among its 26 
players, won 11 of 14 regular 
season games, tied two contests, 
and lost only one. 

The soccer club also par- 
ticipated in the Vestavia High 
School Invitational tournament 
and lost by only one goal in the 
quarter finals to Huffman, which 
went on to win the 12-team event. 
Three Pelham players were nam- 
ed MVP’s in that tournament. 

But the direction Pelham High 
School soccer takes next year will 
depend upon whether the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Asosocaition sanctions the sport. 
It currently does not, though re- 
quests have been made. 

According to coach Billy 
Tohill, if the AHSAA sanctions 
soccer, Pelham will include it in 
its official sports program. 

The coaching of the sport 
would then be carried out by the 
school’s athletic department. 

Pelham will not officially par- 
ticipate without state sanction. 

According to Samudio, if the 
sport is not sanctioned, finances 
will bear heavily on attempts to 
continue the sport under the 
auspices of a club. 


The coach, who studied soccer 
under state licensed coach Ray 
Woodard, and who served as an 
assistant coach at Birmingham- 
Southern under John DeGaris, 
said, ‘‘The kids must pay their 
own way.”’ 

Samudio stated that last year 
the players bought their own 
uniforms, paid for use of the high 
school football field and donated 
money to PHS for the purchase 
of a paint machine to mark off 
the playing field. 

However, he was quick to say, 
**We would make sure that kids 
would play if they wanted to.”’ 

Samudio pointed out that Bir- 
mingham City Schools are offer- 
ing letters in soccer already, that 
UAB and Birmingham-Southern 
offer scholarships for soccer 
players, and that Riverchase Mid-- 
dle School has a school spon- 
sored team, 

He stressed that Pelham will 
have kids coming from River- 
chase who will want to play the 
game. 

Samudio’s son played for 
Pelham this year, but the coach 
said he did not take on the job at 
Pelham for that reason. 

He commented, ‘‘I wrote Dr. 
Edward Belue, PHS principal, 
last year before my son started 
playing, and it took a full year to 
get the first season underway.”’ 

But once the team cranked up, 
talent was quick to surface. 
Thirty-eight students tried out for 
the team, and 26 made it. 

Samudio said a national soccer 
coach observed Pelham in action 
against Homewood and rated 
Panthers Hal Youngblood, Gar- 
rick Stone and Shawn Casey as

Therapists focus on language

When a student tells the 
teacher about seeing a ‘‘punny 
pat pog,’’ it’s time to consult the 
school’s speech therapist. 

The substitution of letters, in 
this case a ‘p’ for an ‘f,’ is the 
signal that the student has an ar- 
ticulation disorder. 

During the past school year, 
450 students in the Shelby Coun- 
ty School system spent part of the 
school day with a_ speech- 
language pathologist at their 
school. 

Their problems range from 
voice disorders -- which might 
relate to pitch or quality -—- to 
stuttering or having problems 
with language. 

According to Shirley Harr- 
ington, speech therapist for the

three Montevallo schools, the 
program is now focusing more on 
language disorders. 

The reason, she explained, is 
because so many students are 
having problems with vocabulary 
and in many cases are unable to 
give appropriate answers to ques- 
tions. 

Although youngsters entering 
school have been screened for 
both speech and hearing, Harr- 
ington reported that only hearing 
will be tested in the future. 

She said that the stimulation of 
kindergarten often helps 
youngsters overcome problems 
they might have with language. 

“If the kindergarten teacher 
really feels that a child needs 
help,”’ Harrington added, ‘‘we’ll 
pick them up right away.” 

When the speech pathologist 
discovers that a student hasn’t 
been screened for speech and 
hearing, she does the testing so 
the information can go in their 
cumulative file. 

An interesting result of the 
speech and hearing tests given to 
6th graders, Harrington 
reported, was finding a signifi-

with hearing impairment. 

The tests were given this year, 
she explained, to identify older 
children with speech and hearing 
problems. 

She said the hearing tests 
would be repeated next year for 
6th grade students. 

There are only two locations in 
the county with programs for the 
hearing impaired. They are at 
Riverchase and the University of 
Montevallo. 

Since May was designated as 
Speech and Hearing month, 
schools focused on that theme 
with bulletin board displays and 
posters in hallways and 
classrooms.

Therapists focus on language

When a student tells the 
teacher about seeing a ‘‘punny 
pat pog,”’ it’s time to consult the 
school’s speech therapist. 

The substitution of letters, in 
this case a ‘p’ for an ‘f,’ is the 
signal that the student has an ar- 
ticulation disorder. 

During the past school year, 
450 students in the Shelby Coun- 
ty School system spent part of the 
school day with a_speech- 
language pathologist at their 
school. 

Their problems range from 
voice disorders -- which might 
relate to pitch or quality -- to 
stuttering or having problems 
with language. 

According to Shirley Harr- 
ington, speech therapist for the 
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the Columbiana Middle School 
teacher for insubordination, in- 
competency and neglect of duty. 

However, the Alabama Tenure 
Commission recently overturned 
the board’s ruling and ordered 
Peoples reinstated. 

She is a special education 
teacher.

three Montevallo schools, the 
program is now focusing more on 
language disorders. 

The reason, she explained, is 
because so many students are 
having problems with vocabulary 
and in many cases are unable to 
give appropriate answers to ques- 
tions. 

Although youngsters entering 
school have been screened for 
both speech and hearing, Harr- 
ington reported that only hearing 
will be tested in the future. 

She said that the stimulation of 
kindergarten often helps 
youngsters overcome problems 
they might have with language. 

“If the kindergarten teacher 
really feels that a child needs 
help,’’ Harrington added, ‘‘we’ll 
pick them up right away.”’ 

When the speech pathologist 
discovers that a student hasn’t 
been screened for speech and 
hearing, she does the testing so 
the information can go in their 
cumulative file. 

An interesting result of the 
speech and hearing tests given to 
6th graders, Harrington 
reported, was finding a signifi- 
cant number of Vincent students

Building permit bill for county 


introduced in state legislature 


State Senator Spencer Bachus 
has introduced a bill giving 
Shelby County authority to issue 
commerical construction permits 
and inspect commercial 
buildings. 


Bachus introduced: the local 


bill -- which applies the Southern 
Building Code and the National 
Electrical Code to Shelby County 
-- last Thursday. 

Tuesday, in an interview from 
Montgomery, Bachus said 
**Shelby County is wide open. I 
think it’s has been fairly lucky in 
the sense that it has not had a ma- 
jor disaster without a code.”’ 


The state senator reported that 
there have been cases of shoddy 
construction in Shelby County, 


but that the county is powerless 
to do anything about it. 

Bachus said his legislation 
**recognizes that Shelby County 
is becoming an urbanized area.”’ 


“Progress brought the need 


(for the bill) and it will be of 
financial benefit to the county,”’ 
he said. 

However, he stressed that 
financial benefit is not the only 
positive side of the legislation. 
“It will protect the individual 
who wants a building con- 
structed, as well.’’ 

‘‘When you do not have a 
code, you not only have unsafe 
buildings but substandard con- 
struction,’’ he continued. ‘‘If this 
bill is adopted, it will prevent fly 


by night builders and shoddy 
operators from building a pile of 
junk.”’ 

According to Bachus, the bill 
has been assigned to the local 
legislation committee and will be 
considered within the next week. 
The bill should come to a final 
vote in the senate within a month, 
he predicted. 

The idea of the bill has already 
met the approval of the Shelby 
County Commission and it was 
introduced by Bachus after he 
held discussions with County 
Commissioner John Ames. 

While the state senator does 
not expect trouble, local bills 
usually require the unanimous 
approval of local legislative 
delegations for passage.

That’s for people 
at Auburn (traffic flow to ball games),”’ he told the Reporter. 


way must first be secured. According to information in the county 
property maintenance department, the state is acquiring land from 
27 individuals for this purpose. 

However, there’s a hang up with some of the property owners. 

According to Pat Sewell, chief clerk in the county probate office, 
several land condemnations for state right away are now being ap- 
pealed. The properties in question were previously assessed by the 
county. 

Both the state highway department and the land owners have 30 
days to appeal the values. 

Information provided by circuit court chief clerk Judy Daven- 
port indicates that at least one of the land condemnations in 
Harpersville is set for trial in August. Four are set for pre-trial 
hearings -- which means at least five condemnation cases have 
reached the circuit court level. 

According to McGill these cases will be settled by agreement or in 
the courts. 

McGill told the Reporter that the state can simply pay front 
money to the court, and then can begin work on the land, before 
the legal questions are settled. 

McGill expects road work to begin in the next two or three mon- 
ths. The project will take some two years to complete. 

A project map in the county maintenance department shows that 
not only will U.S. 280 be widened, but work will be done at its in- 
tersection with Alabama 25. 

The four land condemnations waiting appeal are: 

The State of Alabama vs. Ralph Darby et. al.; the State of 
Alabama vs. Mary Ann Jones, et. al.; State of Alabama vs. 
Kathlene Elizabeth Wyatt, deceased, et. al; and the State of 
Alabama vs. Billy Baker, et. al. 

The land condemnation cases awaiting pre-trial hearing include: 

Sterrett Church of Christ; Walter M. McCrainie, Nellie Grace 
McCrainie; Clyde M. Wyatt, Margaret L. Wyatt; and Harpersville 
Mayor J. W. Donahoo. 

The Reporter was unable to contact Mayor Donahoo, from 
whom the state intends to purchase .05 acres of land.

She added that the widened highway will, ‘‘take some of our big 
trees and shrubs and get close to the house...

McGill, however, noted that the 280 project through 
Harpersville would have required much more land -- and money -- 
had the state planned to include medians through the town. As it is, 
he said, the highway will simply be widened to four lanes. 

He said that Spegel Construction Company has been awarded 
the contract to relocate the Vincent owned gas lines through 
Harpersville for the project. 

According to the map in the Shelby County property 
maintenance department, the state wants to purchase acreage for 
the U.S. 280 project in Harpersville, from the following in- 
dividuals:

A Columbiana man was killed 
and a co-worker badly burned 
Friday in an industrial accident. 

According to Columbiana 
Police Chief Howell Horn, the 
accident happened when one man 
touched a highly charged electric 
circuit at the Simsco Foundry. 
The foundry is located in the ci- 
ty’s industrial park. 

Stephen J. Joiner, 26, was 
working with James Garner, 23, 
also of Columbiana, at about 8 
a.m. in an area of the foundry 
where electric circuits for the 
plant’s machines are kept, Horn 
said. 

Apparently, Joiner accidently 
bumped into a circuit inside a 
cabinet with 1,500 volts running 
through it. A flash fire killed 
Joiner instantly and badly burned 


Garner, Horn said. ; 
Fellow workers at the plant 
saw Garner’s clothes ablaze, pull- 
ed them off, and cared for him 
until emergency crews arrived. . 
Shelby County Coroner Billy 


Thompson said Joiner died from _ 


severe electric shock. He was the 
father of three small children, 
one of whom was about a month 
old. 


Garner was taken to the 
University Hospital’s Burn 
Center in Birmingham. He was 
listed in satisfactory condition 
Monday.

SMC breaks ground for office building

However, the university wants 
to keep the system operational to 
use as a backup. 

The university said the city’s 
proposed monthly fee of $1,100 
was too high. 

So the city came up with a 
lower figure following last week’s 
council meeting. The new pro- 
posal is for $750 a month. 

Although it’s expensive to 
maintain the meters and large gas 
lines going to the university, the 
city would like to get the school’s 
business again. 

Before the wood chip boiler 
was used to provide fuel for 
heating and cooling, UM was the 
‘city’s number one gas customer. 


**The city should consider the 
emotions of its jurisdiction 
residents who are bewildered by 
the city’s stance,”’ Jones has 
publicly stated. 


He added that the city has 
received no benefit from its city 
limit cutoff of services. 

However, the newest member 
of council was opposed to a 
blanket re-instatement of all ser- 
vices (police, garbage, etc.) 
because that would dilute the at- 
tractiveness of future annexation. 

Mayor Carl Prichard told the 
Reporter Monday that the city 
has not yet received a legal opi- 
nion on the proposal.

The university installed a muffler to cut down on the noise 
and city attorneys have said there is no evidence of noise law 


violation. 


But Cardinal Crest Road residents say they are still bothered 


by racket from the machinery. 


The pollution agents were called in by the City of Montevallo. 


One proposal to cut down the boiler’s noise has been delayed 
for financial reasons. After receiving bids on the construction of 
two 60x70 foot walls with a roof that would have covered the 
chips and loading equipment, the university decided to modify 


the plans and rebid. 


The bids were reportedly 50% higher than the university had 


planned to pay for the work. 


According to reports, the wood chip burner has helped the 
university save some $200,000 on its natural gas bill. 
The unit has been in operation about six months.

Some lobbyists pervert theory for money 


Letter to the Editor: 

Long enough. That’s how long 
I’ve waited... before feeling com- 
pelled to respond publicly to the 
apparent repeated mis-analysis of 
Alabama: higher education’s 
basic funding problem by a cer- 
tain representative of one of our 
State’s largest universities. 

And compelled is the feeling, 
for, given the potential for 
misunderstanding inherent in 
what follows, I would not other- 
wise be writing this. 

What so compels me is the 
following example (one of a 
number taken from recent 
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newspaper accounts) of the mis- 
analysis being repeated publicly 
here and there in Alabama: In 
connection with the effort to 
secure special funding for his 
university, a certain official ‘‘said 
the Legislature had to choose bet- 
ween dividing funds among many 
institutions to develop mediocre 
programs and ‘being less even 
handed’ and giving the majority 
of funds to one or two institu- 
tions (guess which one or two?) 
to create excellent research pro- 
grams.”’ 

The trouble with that analysis 
of the problem is two-fold. First, 
it’s divisive, pitting one segment 
of higher education against 


another, and so, ultimately, is 
doomed to failure. But, more im- 
portantly, it’s diverting, i.e., it 
diverts attention from the actual 
problem: Alabama’s continuing 
reliance on enrollment-driven 


“funding formulae’ that make it, 


all but impossible to fund the 
State’s universities on a program- 
matic basis that takes mission in- 
to account (an approach we at 
UM have consistently and per- 
sistently proposed for the last six 
years). And, that is what makes 
this situation so ironical. 
Ironically, Montevallo sup- 
ports the mission-related pleas of 
UAB, AU and UA for “‘special 
consideration’ of their unique 


research and service programs. 
But, in return, we’d like to 
receive support -- in particular, 
public support -- from those 
quarters for our pleas for 
‘special consideration’ of our 
mission, which State Statutes say 
is even more ‘unique’ in 
Alabama higher education. 
Given such a state of affairs, is 
it any wonder that we’ve been ir- 
ritated by the recent calls for 
special, non-formula funding at 
the admitted expense of most of 
higher education?

When Bill Dobbins wants to 
get something done, he gets it 
done. 

The president of the Colum- 
biana girls softball league wanted 
a ballfield strictly for use by girls. 

He got it -- and at a price less 
than the City of Columbiana ex- 
pected. 

And, he got it inspite of the 
fact it caused a furor among 
nearby property owners and Girl 
Scouts. 

Property owners near the field 
located across from the SCHS 
football stadium said the field 
was located on a dedicated street. 

The city agreed that it would 
have to be moved off the street. 

And, while Girl Scouts ob- 
jected to their being moved out of 
a meeting room to make space 
for a softball field concession 
stand, nothing was done on that 
account. 

‘Why should boys have 
everything?’ Dobbins asked. 


‘Why should girls have to play . 


on a field designed for Little 
League?’ he asked again. 

Softball does not require a 
mound as does baseball. Also, 
there were too many boys’ teams 
in Columbiana for girls to make 
adequate use of previously ex- 
isting facilities. 

When Dobbins appeared 
before the city council, he was 
told that a softball field would 
cost $50,000 to build. 

But he nixed that idea and only 
asked for $5,000 and a plot of 
land. 

That plot of land, along with 
the city’s approval to use the Col- 
umbiana Girl Scout Hut, were 
recently dedicated as a Colum- 
biana girls’ softball field. 

The facility makes Columbiana 
the only city in Shelby County 
with a field for girls softball only. 

However, beyond the original 
objections, the work wasn’t easy. 

Donations had to be sought for 


the infield and outfield dirt, 
lighting, making a concession 
and press box out of part of the 
Scout Hut, and to purchase a 
scoreboard. 


According to the league presi- 
dent, the city’s $5,000 and land 
only accounted for 20% of what 
was needed. 


Girls now using the Colum- 
biana field play in three age 
groups, 7-9, 10-12, and 13-15. 


Apart from Columbiana, 
teams playing at the facility in- 
clude Calera, Wilsonville, 
Montevallo, Chelsea and 
Jemison. 

Dobbins said that until this 
year, girls had to play on Little 
League Fields and it was starting 
to hurt their action. 

But they’ve come a long way. 
Now, the girls have a place of 
their own.

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Running may not be for everyone, 


but to Judy McCafferty ut is a must

et a people, reaching the ‘‘big four-zero’’ (40) age means over 
the ° 

But, the pot-bellied life isn’t for everyone... nor does it have to be... 

A 41-year-old Alabaster businesswoman is action proof of the fact. 

She runs four miles every day. Three times a week she works out 
with weights. 

And, while all of that might seem well and good, it’s not the bottom 
line on Judy McCafferty. 

Last year -- at age 40 -- she ran the Houston Marathon in a time of 
three hours and 22 minutes. 


That’s a 26-mile long foot race! 

If you are mathematically inclined, that means McCafferty was 
clipping off a paced speed of one mile every seven minutes and 40 
seconds. It was good enough to finish third in her age group. 

She has also run in the 26-mile New York and Boston Marathons. 

How has she managed these feats -- at any age? Exercise, she says. 

Besides her weight lifting and daily jogs, she runs an exercise dance’ 


studio near U.S. 31 in Alabaster. Twice a night she hold exercise 
classes. 

As proof that exercise has kept McCafferty fit, her marathon times 
have actually improved with her age. 


‘Yo qualify for the Boston Marathon, a woman has to run 26 miles 
in three and one half hours. 

McCafferty had never met that speed requirement until the 1979 
Houston Marathon. 

At the age of 37 she ran the event in three hours and 27 minutes. 
Now, three years later, she’s chopped five minutes off that time. 

She was also the first female member of the Houston Harrier Runn- 
ing Club, which is helping train women for the 1984 Olympics. 

‘*] think physical fitness is great,’’ McCafferty attests.’’ “I know 
what it has done for me.” 

Physical fitness, however, does take committment, and, she warns, 
it’s hard work. 

‘*But I can eat anything I want without having a weight problem,”’ 
she says. ‘‘It builds self confidence; it eliminates depression; and, you 
feel better about yourself.’’ 

She also says that running is the best thing for your heart, and adds 
that it helps to eliminate body fat. 


But the dance exercise instructor does not recommend running for 
everyone. Instead, she recommends the kind of activity to which a per- 
son can dedicate himself or herself. 

She says of consistent exercise, ‘‘It’s real hard. There is no use in 
going out to hit tennis balls one time a week. People want instant 
results and its not that easy. You need to find whatever event suits 
you, then stick with it.” 

McCafferty says she doesn’t want to push an exercise plan on 
anyone, but she does hope they will do something consistently. 


McCafferty’s dedication has left her a number of memories to 
reflect upon: 

*Getting up at 4:45 a.m. every day and running 12 miles, while she 
worked for an oil and gas company in Houston. 

Friends she’s made from the time she attempted her first three-mile 
run at a park in Houston to the Boston Marathon. 

eTraveling to participate in an experience required run in Austin 
with country singer Willie Nelson. 

eRunning 70 miles per week to train for marathons. 

The 70 miles a week brings up a question McCafferty is not shy 
about discussing. 


Running can be an addiction, she says. 

McCafferty says some people become so involved in running that 
they suffer injury and don’t know when to stop. 

She says that some people even let running take up so much of their 
time that it becomes all they do. They even miss important appoint- 
ments because of it. 


How do you prevent such addiction? 

McCafferty says, ‘‘I listen to my body.’’ 

But she notes that exercise doesn’t mean you have to forfeit all 
worldly pleasures. 

McCoafferty likes drinking beer, taking a little wine and eating 
anything she wants. 

She only draws the line at smoking and hard liquor. 

She encourages people to do the kind of exercise they enjoy. But for 
her, exercise is a must. 

‘*T have to run!”’ I’ll always run,”’ she says, ‘‘because it’s good for 
me.”’

Just what does it take 
for good water system? 


Editors note -- A recently 
published probe by the Reporter 
revealed some potential problems 
with the Columbiana water 
system. The stories raised several 
questions, including ‘What 
makes for a good water system?’ 


by Bart Slawson 

The earth has its own 
**plumbing’’ system with its own 
systems and rules. 

In order to avoid drinking the 
brackish stuff from lakes and 
streams, people had to figure out 
a way to reliably move water 
from deep underground, to their 
homes. 

Over the years, the state Health 
Department has been responsible 
for setting standards for what 
makes a good water works. 

The Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 
maintains a Division of Public 
Water Supplies to monitor, ad- 
vise, educate and promote pure, 
good tasting drinking water for 
Alabama citizens. It has set the 
following guidelines for a good 
system: 

At the heart of the system is the 
operator of each local water 
works. His job, under state 
regulations, is to deliver to the 
consumer pure, potable, clear 
drinking water. To do that, he 
must have many talents. 


First an operator must be 
familiar with how water cycles 
from clouds, rain, earth, aquifer 
and evaporation, so he can stay a 
step ahead of this ‘“thydrologic 
cycle’? and assure a continuing 
reliable supply of good water. 

Shelby County is fortunate 
because it is situated at the bot-

tom edge of a plateau section in 
the Southeast. A plateau section 
is characterized by bedrock out- 
croppings and other geologic 
Structures that are ideal for col- 
lecting, moving, filtering and 
pumping good water. 

But availability of good water 
is not enough. 

To get at it, an operator 
(backed up by a local water 
board) must secure loans, con- 
tract for geological surveys to 
locate prime spots for wells and 
accomplish drilling. 


Once water is struck, the 
operator ‘‘runs the well to 
waste,’’ or lets the water run 
from the well to release pressure 
and determine how much water 
the well will produce routinely 
over a long time period. 

Then the operator fits a pump 
according to strict state regula- 
tions. He makes sure it’s the right 
size pump and that it will pump 
reliably and cheaply. 


Since water from the ground is 
free, the expenses associated with 
producing water all reflect labor, 
equipment, chemical disinfec- 
tants (required by law) and 
maintenance. 

The greatest expense is elec- 
tricity. Even a small water works 
can run up a bill of $100,000 or 
more a year with pumps running 
continuously. 

Then the operator must be sure 
the water is free of dangerous 
germs and bacteria. First he tests 
water to find out the level of 
bacteria. 

Microorganisms are plentiful 
in any natural water supply, so 
the most important consideration

is what kind of organisms they 
are. 

State regulations require the 
operator to add enough chlorine 
to the water system to average 
one part per million parts water 
throughout the system. 

In some areas the chlorine con- 
centration will be slightly higher; 
in other, more remote locations, 
slightly lower. 

Chlorine gas in extremely small 
quantities is absolutely harmless 
to humans but very harmful to 
most dangerous or disease caus- 
ing bacteria. Even this tiny con- 
centration of chlorine kills harm- 
ful bacteria almost on contact. 

Another important considera- 
tion is taste. People won’t drink 
the water if it tastes terrible or 
looks muddy. 

The operator’s job includes 
determining if the water is 
desirable. If not, he must add 
filters to remove particles and 
smells. 

Besides all his other respon- 
sibilities, a water operator must 
test frequently to make sure the 
water is safe at all times. 

For example, Harold L. 
Davenport, the water works 
operator for the City of 
Alabaster, said this job is crucial. 
But one problem with vigilance is 
that humans gets bored with it. 

Davenport has installed com- 
puters, monitors and automatic 
shutoffs to perform this boring 
but critical work. 

When levels in storage tanks 
become too low, an alarm in the 
water works basement goes off 
and an employee will check it and 
correct the problem. 

If the tank containing the

Anytime of the day or night, 
this sends a signal to the 
Alabaster City Hall dispatcher 
who calls out water works per- 
sonnel and sends them to the 
pump house to check the pro- 
blem. 

A computer set-up tells Daven- 
port how much water is pumped, 
how much water. is-on.reserve in 
the tanks, and what the demand 
is for particular times. 

An operator must also com- 
pare the amount of water 
pumped with the amount bought 
by consumers. The difference in 
these amounts points out water 
loss through leaks in the system. 

The operator and his crew 
work to find these leaks and plug 
them up. 

Unless there’s a problem with 
water, people usually take it for 
granted. That’s why it’s 
necessary to have trained water 
works operators who take water 
very seriously.

But she expects the support 
workers to file the claims as 
directed at the end of the school 
term.

She said she hopes the long struggle between 
Hall and the City of Montevallo will soon be over, 
and she’ll be able to eat supper without tasting 
diesel fumes in her food. 

Hall has parked his diesel tractor - trailer rigs on 
Shelby Street next door to Devinner’s frame 
house. For two years, she and other neighbors 
have complained about the noise, fumes and traf- 
fic, 

Montevallo officials tried to enforce zoning 
laws that prohibit trucks in residential areas, but 
had no success.

City administrator Don Hughes said that the 
zoning for the Ford property allowed only the 
same kind of business Holland had run -- selling 
and repairing cars and trucks. 

Hall said he began preparing land outside the ci- 
ty limits in the Industrial Park. But apparently the 
land, sold to him by the city’s Industrial Develop- 
ment Board, has too many easements on it to 
allow an office to be built. 

So he’s stuck, he said. 

He told Armstrong he could move his trucks to

County tangles with computer confusion

Before the Shelby County 
Commission decides what to do 
about its computer system, 
Harold Davenport and Leon Ar- 
cher will have something to say 
about it. 

For the past two months, the 
commission has been torn bet- 
ween buying a new minicomputer 
system or upgrading its Bur- 
roughs computer. 

The commission has also been 
weighing the possibility of put- 
ting the property portion of the 
tax assessor’s office on the state 
system. 


But even though the commis- 
sioners voted to reject all new 
computer bids and agreed to hire 
a consultant for three months, 
there seems to be confusion in the 
courthouse on exactly what the 
county is doing. 

It is that confusion which Ar- 
cher and Davenport mean to 
eliminate. 

As a beginning: 

Davenport contends that Ar- 
cher’s motion to hire a 
**consultant’’ was 
misunderstood. 

According to Davenport, the 
commission thought that he and 


Archer were supposed to hire an 
expert to recommend either a 
system change or the upgrading 
of the Burroughs. 

However, Davenport stated in 
a Reporter interview that he and 
Archer meant simply to get a 
computer programmer to look at 
the Burroughs. 

The programmer was only to 
tell them what the machine can or 
cannot do, and to get costs on 
what it would take to get 
everything up and running on 
‘‘what we've got.”’

hooking onto the existing system. 

Some residents questioned the 
need for expanding the capacity 
of the present 100,000 gallon 
treatment plant which would tack 
on another $300,000. 

But the Mayor said the present 
plant would be overloaded if 
everyone available to the system 
hooked on. 

Some residents asked Dunaway 
to find out the cost of using 
pumps instead of the gravity flow 
system recommended by the ci- 
ty’s engineer.

‘‘Well if you want Pelham to 
be anything more than a 
stinkpot, we have to have 
sewerage!’’ declared one resident 
in an attempt to impress the 
council with how serious the 
situation is.

No one moved. 

He asked a second, and a third 
time -- Still, no council member 
moved. The crowd applauded. 

Council member Calvin Mc-

He might possibly have made it 
as a comedian. Or even a 
preacher. But instead Howell 
Heflin made it as a Democratic 
U.S. Senator from Alabama, and 
Wednesday morning he was in 
Columbiana for a town meeting. 

The message Howell Heflin 
delivered -- after a warmup of 
jokes — before some 50 citizens in 
the courthouse was basically 
twofold: 

®The economy is on the upsw- 


ing. 

©There’s more danger brewing 
in Central America and El 
Salvador than the average citizen 
is aware of. 

“*You’re growing,”’ he said of 
Shelby County. ‘‘Before long, 
people may be saying Jefferson 
County is an annex to you.”’ 

“I see good signs on the 
horizon for the economy. Pro- 
spects of a rebound are good,”’ 
he said, noting increases in hous- 
ing starts and sales, and drops in 
inflation. 

Still, he continued, unemploy- 
ment is very bad, and, nationally, 
gas prices jumped 12.7 cents last 
month. 

The secret to encouraging the 
rebound lies in keeping interest 
rates low, he said. 

Most of the 35-minute talk 
focused on the international 
scene. ‘‘All Central America is 
ripe for revolution,’’ Heflin 
warned. 

The stage, he said, is set by 
Russia’s historic ‘‘modus operan- 
di’ of supporting facist govern- 
ments, training and supplying 
guerrilla armies, and depriving a 
country’s people of human 
rights. 

Central America’s history of 
‘banana revolutions,”’ its pover- 
ty and lack of any real middle 
class, breed the sort of dictator-

ships that Russia takes dvantage 
of, Heflin explained. 

U.S. intelligence has determin- 
ed that the Russian and/or 
Cubans have 2,000 military ad- 
visors in Nicarauga training an 
army of 25,000 troops and a 
militia force of 50,000. On the 
other hand, Heflin continued, the 
U.S. has only 55 advisors in Hon- 
duras. / 

“But history has shown that 
you can’t impose democracy on 


‘another country,’’ he insisted. 
*‘We should never lose sight of 
that.”’ 

Today’s ability to launch 
nuclear warheads from mobile 
sights adds. heavily to Central 
America’s danger potential, the 
senator said.

When it doesn’t rain, the ditch water stagnates. The Lynns hate it, 
but the mosquitoes don’t. 

But that’s not all of it. 

The mosquitoes also love the tall grass behind the fence surrounding 
the pumping station. 

*‘They should call that varmint country out there,’’ says Joyce, 
pointing to the miniature jungle that begins on the other side of the 
small drainage ditch. ‘‘I bet there’s big gopher rats, snakes...” 

These problems are not new. The Lynns found out about them 
shortly after moving into Brandywine in July, 1980. 

“I used to keep the grass cut over there,’”’ says Johnny, ‘‘just 
because of the mosquitoes. They eat us up. But now it’s so overgrown 
it tears up my lawn mower.”’ 

- The ditch used to run off behind the pump,”’ he continues. ‘‘But 

it’s ‘slowly eaten its way through my backyard.”’ 

* All this adds up to a lot of property damage, he says. 

; Furthermore, the problem is, to some extent, community-wide - 

; especially with the mosquitoes. In fact, last year the Lynns and several 

* neighbors, armed with a Brandywine petition, sought help from the ci- 

- ty council. 

Their immediate success was marginal. There was no long range 

~ success. 

The day after that council meeting, the Lynns said councilmen 

: James Kwater and Bill Harris came out and surveyed the problems. 
‘The next day, a man came out and cut the grass. Another time a 

man came with a backhoe, but the Lynns were not home. ‘‘He promis- 

’ ed he’d come back, but he never showed,’’ says Johnny. 

**We called the county health department when the sewage was 
coming out, but it takes two or three days for them to get here,’’ they 
say. ‘‘By then, it’s not coming out.” 

So far this year, they say no one’s even been out to cut the jungle. 
- The mosquitoes are still there and so is the raw sewage. 

“If the city would just meet us half-way with the problems...” 
muses Johnny. ‘‘But they won’t even keep the grass cut.”’

At the urging of area residents, city officials had asked Gore 
to observe the boiler in action, and to make recommendations 
for any necessary adjustments. 

Gore had made no such recommendations by press time Tues- 
day. 

Complaints about UM boiler have been leveled by residents 
on nearby Cardinal Crest Road. Noise and smoke are the big 


problems, they say. 

However, city attorneys have advised the city against taking 
any action until the university has had an opportunity to solve 
the problem. 

One Cardinal Crest Road resident commented how much she 
enjoyed being out in her yard during the recent interim between 
terms. During that time the machinery was shut down. 

Another homeowner the Reporter talked to echoed those sen- 
timents, saying the noise from the boiler is still annoying despite 
the installation of a muffler on the machinery. 

‘*We chose to live here because of the peace and quiet,’’ the 
individual remarked, adding that they never expected to have an 
‘‘industrial complex’’ at the end of the street. 

While Gore analyzes his data, and Cardinal Crest residents 
complain, the university is seeking new bids on some of the plans 
designed to reduce the problems.

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At 45, Blackerby is a race driving rookie

He’s 45 years old. He’s married and the father of four children. 
Despite this ‘‘established”’ lifestyle, Don Blackerby of Calera is seeing 
a lifelong dream come true on Friday nights in Birmingham. 
This year, he is among the rookie drivers barrelling around the 5/8 


mile circle track at 


International Raceway (BIR).

After, acknowledging that 45 is not young for a beginner, Blacker- 
by who works by day as personnel director for Elastic Corporation in 
Columbiana, said recently, ‘‘I’m getting in at a time when most folks 


are getting out.”’ 


“At 45 you just don’t do this,”” he beamed with obvious pride. 
“Richard Petty is not even 45 years-old.”’ 

Undaunted by his age, Blackerby drives a 1966 Chevelle he bought 
off the street and converted into a Limited Sportsman racer with the 
help of fellow worker Vernon Thomas. 

Thomas also leads a double life. At night he’s a a race car mechanic 
for Blackerby, and by day he works as a purchasing agent for Elastic 


Corporation. : 
Blackerby and Thomas are not doing too badly in their new double 


lives. 


In their first race ever, Blackerby finished eighth among a field of 


23 drivers. 


Friday night at BIR, Blakerby drove two races and finished in 11th 


and 8th place. 


Taking into account that the personnel director and purchasing 
agent skipped the Hobby Class and jumped straight into Limited 
Sportsman racing, that’s no small accomplishment. 

The next division up is Grand American racing. That division in- 
cludes people like Red Farmer, who have been racing for nearly 30 


years. 
It’s also the division from which people like the Allison brothers 


burst onto the racing scene. 


Blackerby is so enthusiastic about racing that he doesn’t even rule 
out the possiblity of making the jump to Grand American some day -- 


maybe 


How did all of this come about for a man who has held the same 


peaceful job for 20 years? 


*‘My dad started taking me to this same race track (BIR) in the early 
1950’s,’” Balckerby recalled. ‘‘I just grew up with the dream.” 

About the decision to do something about it in 1983, ‘‘I guess you 
realize that if you keep waiting until next year, you just keep getting 


older and older,’’ he said. 


Thomas, who had some previous experience in building drag 
racers, remembered Blackerby coming into the office one day and say- 
ing, ‘‘Let’s build a round track racer.” 

No arm twisting was necessary, he said. I just told him, ‘‘Alright! 


Let’s do it!’’ 


So where did Blackerby get his driving experience? 

The proud driver of Number 66 responded, ‘‘On the highways.”’ 

However, Blackerby pointed out, ‘‘To drive at BIR a person must 
join NASCAR and must have a valid driver’s license.”’ 

Reflecting on his highway driving, he added, ‘‘That’s why I have to 
go slow...to make sure I keep my license.’’ 


Number 66 was not the original designation for Blackerby’s vehicle. 
’ A tag on the back of his racing machine, ‘‘War Eagle’’ might be a 
give-away that the original number was the Auburn score over 


But Blackerby learned in his first race that the number was already 
taken, so he changed it to the year model of his car. 

**I guess somebody else liked Auburn too,’’ he figured. 

Considering that his wife doesn’t particularly go for his race driv- 
ing, the question had to be asked...does he do it for the money? 

Blackerby laughed at the thought. 

For starts, his car cost him $3,000. He needed a trailer to haul it on 


and truck to pull it. 


Added to that he and Thomas had to strip it inside out, put in a full 
roll cage, make the engine right and meet all NASCAR rules. 

All that added up. And the prize for finishing first place in the 
Limited Sportsman division was only $200, Friday night. 

So much for the money... How about an expensive hobby? 


Is it scary to go from highway driving to a race track with cars flying 
by at 140 miles per hour? Blackerby said yes.

If he could just stay in the races and keep his car together, he could 
at least finish -- thus earning a little pay for his learning efforts. 

So that’s what Blackerby did Friday. He stayed low, slow and out 
of the way. In three races, he brought his car across the finish line 
without a scratch. 


Thomas said proudly, the car will go if Blackerby will just ‘‘shove 
it.’’ But he stated that for now, he will just drive each race faster and 
faster until he can run with the pack. 

@ Thomas also defended his racing buddy by saying, ‘‘You have to 
remember, Don has never driven one of these cars before.’’ 

Blackerby pointed out the importance of his slow starts very easily. 

After finishing a race which involved several collisions which he 
easily avoided by going slow, he said: : 

“There was a cloud of dust out there and I thought for sure there: 
was a car in it. I couldn’t do anything but go through. If we had fold- 
ed up in a cloud of dust we wouldn’t have been back until next year, 
man. We would’ve had to start all over from scratch,’’ 

Besides, he smiled broadly, ‘‘I sure thought there was another car in 
that cloud. It sure did feel good to go through it.’’ 

After all of Friday’s dust had settled, Blackerby commented, ‘‘This 
is absolutely great. It’s a dream come true. Everyone should have a 
dream.’’

County’s oldest church 


survives time and fire

Thirteen people were at Old Chapel Church 
near Wilsonville that cool fall Sunday in 1962 
when disaster struck. 


The propane tank behind the wooden church 
house sprung a leak and spewed gas on the rear 
wall of the building. The gas ignited. The church 
started burning. 


Despite the flames and smoke, several women 
managed to shove the piano up the aisle and out 
the front doors. But there was little the members 
could do to save the. structure that housed their 
church. 

It was building time -- again. 

To date, Old Chapel members have built five 
different structures to house their church at the 
corner lot on County 9 near State 25. Still, the 
church goes on. 

Its members will tell you that churches are made 


_ of more than brick, lumber and shingle. Fire and 


time have both failed to destroy the spirit there. 


And so it came to pass that the present day brick 
structure was constructed in early 1963, utilizing 
the burnt shell of the former building. 

Old Chapel continues to function as it has now 
for some 165 years, according to church resear- 
chers. This makes it one of the oldest continuing 
Protestant churches in Alabama -- and probably 
the oldest church in Shelby County. 

To commemorate this historic distinction, the 
congregation, led by Rev. Don Irwin, held a 
special afternoon service on Sunday, May 29, at 
which time 71-year old membership chairman An- 
nie Morris presented the plaque. The service was 
preceded by a feast on the grounds. 

Eighty-five people are on roll at Old Chapel, 
but some 100 worshipers attended the special 
event. Among the guests were Sylacauga district 
supervisor Rev. Earl Gordon, and former Old 
Chapel pastors J.C. Hewitt of Gadsden, and 
Milas Anders of Hartselle. 

Both former pastors lead prayers. Retired

pastor Robert Mooney, who had been religiously 
raised at Old Chapel and received his calling to 
preach while still there, gave the morning sermon. 

During the special service lay leader James Ray, 
Jr., presented a history of the church. He was 
assisted in his research by Mrs. Nadine Evans of 
Alabaster, and H.T. Duncan of Birmingham, 
both of whom had lobbied the church for years to 
receive the commemorative plaque. 

The first recorded Protestant preaching in 
Shelby County was in 1818 by a Methodist 
Episcopal minister in Montevallo, according to 
Ray. Fourmile Baptist Church was established on 
August, 25, 1824, and the old Spring Creek Bap- 
tist Church began in Harpersville in 1825. 

‘**No one knows for sure if the preaching at Old 
Chapel predates that of Montevallo or not,’’ Ray 
writes. ‘‘The lack of official records was not un- 
common in that time and presents us with an un- 
surmountable problem as to the oldest continual 
church in our county. 

‘*The actual date of the founding of Old Chapel 
Methodist will mest- likely -ferever- remain 
unknown,” he continues. ‘‘What is known is that 
Brusn Arbor meetings were held in the spot prior 
to the formation of the church. Some of these 
meetings were week long events that saw the peo- 
ple living in huts built on the spot. It is known that 
people came from as far away as Harpersville. 


The first written record of Old Chapel comes 
from one E.B. Teague, who wrote in 1824 about 
attending what was then known as Chapel 
Meeting House. 

Interestingly enough, ‘‘Chapel”’ refers not to a 
building, but to John Chapel, who had been 
buried ‘‘for a number of years”’ directly behind 
the meeting house, according to Teague. Chapel 
was Old Chapel’s first preacher, and apparently 
died about 1821. 

That first church house was an 18x24’ log 
structure which faced west from atop the cemetery 
hill, located behind the present building. Teague 
wrote that Chapel loved the church so much that

,Cteasingly must have enjoyed to be likely successes, in college. 

What are those “college preparatory requirements”? The 2500-member 
College Board association recently spelled out a definitive listing of them 
in a 5,000-word document made public last month — Academic Prepara- 
tion for College: What Students Need to Know and Be Able to Do. The re- 
quirements are detailed in the form of “knowledge and skills needed for 
college,” worded as “outcomes of secondary-school study.” Parents of 
college-bound students, in particular, ought to read it. 

We at the UNIVERSITY OF MONTEVALLO agree with the general con- 
clusions articulated in the College Board study. But, to simplify the re- 
quirements, I am listing below the UM suggestions for college-bound 
students and their parents: 


¢ Between the ninth and twelfth grades, students should complete 


four units of English, three units of social studies, three units of 
mathematics, three units of science, and two units of humanities. 


e In addition to studying the appropriate subjects, students need 
to meet with their counselors and discuss a// of the options 
available to them after completing higia school:— employment, 
military service, vocational training, two-year college training, or 
study at a large university, small college, or a university the'size 
of MONTEVALLO. 


e Students should also participate in two or three well chosen 
- school or community activities which complement their high 
school studies. . 


e Students should discuss the above with their parents and col, 
counsellors. “a 


As such preparations for college are made, we hope, too, that parents 
and students will remember the critical role that reading should play — 
especially the reading of good literature — and of writing about it and 
the many other things of human experience demanding verbal expres- 
sion. As Socrates well reminded us, the best way for any of us to teach 
“alee taadid a eager 

were ates s today, he probably would agree that, 
given the fundamental change occurring in the United States today, the 
most consistent and persistent need is for quality education. The future 
is promising for those ALABAMIANS who plan and prepare for living 
and earning a living in a society where knowledge is the basis for a pro- 
ductive, fulfilling life.

Continued from page X-1 
he asked to be buried just 
behind the building. 

Ray places Old Chapel’s foun- 
ding at no later than 1818, and 
most likely ‘‘a good deal 
before.’’ At any rate, the church 
has been recognized as predating 
Alabama’s 1819 statehood. 

The second church building 
was constructed in the late 1800’s 
at the foot of cemetery hill. A 
third and larger church house was 
built soon afterwards, and 
featured twin front doors 
underneath an archway -- a motif 
repeated in both buildings built 
sine then. 

Because of drainage problems 
with the third building’s location, 
the fourth building was erected in 
the 1930’s where the the present 
brick structure now stands. 

‘Old Chapel Methodist 
Church has been a part of the 
local community for over 165 
years,’’ Ray concludes in his brief 
history, .‘‘and with the help of 
our Lord and Master, we hope to 
continue our service for as long 
as it is possible; right up to the 
day of His return.”’

In addition, ission chair- 
man Tommy Wien has been 
stripped of control over the coun- 
ty’s data processing center. 

Furthermore, tax assessor Bob- 
bie Reynolds will be allowed to 
put only the appraisal portion of 
her department on the state’s 
computer and then only for a 
limited time. 

All these actions came in a one 
fell swoop, Monday morning. 

The commission unanimously 
approved a motion by Leon Ar- 
cher that the previous computer 
recommendations made by 
Harold Davenport and himself be 
accepted. 

Those recommendations -- bas- 
ed on a study made by the two- 
man committee -- called for 
upgrading the current system in- 
stead of purchasing a new one. 

The recommendations also 
‘contained a provision that 
Davenport and Archer be made 
reponsible for the computer 
department instead of Snowden, 
who has held that authority for 


the past two or three years. 
The commissioners placed*the 


five-year computer @pgtading* 


cost at $457,401 -- as opposed to 
$600,000 for a new system. 

Once updated, they said the 
county’s Burroughs computer 
will still be able to handle up to 
20% growth in data needs. 

Archer and Davenport were 
originally appointed by Snowden 
to hire a consultant to help 
resolve computer problems and 
to make recommendations. 

However the two men said 
Monday that the motion on 
which Snowden acted was 
misunderstood. 

They stated that they only 
meant to hire someone to help 
them make a study of the Bur- 
roughs, not the possibility of a 
new system. 

Their study showed advantages 
the present central system would 
have over a new system in which 
each department would have its 
own computer. Furthermore, the 
Burroughs could be modified to 
handle new needs.5 

Also, in an apparent charge 
that communication breakdowns 
were responsible for many com- 


Hall moves trucks 


Montevallo trucking line owner Tony Hall moved his rigs 
from Shelby Street Saturday, following a direct order from a cir- 


cuit judge. 


Last week, Judge Robert Armstrong found Hall in contempt 
of court for not following a previous order to move the trucks. 
He gave Hall until Saturday to get them out of town, or face a 


$25 a day fine. 


Montevallo city officials were concerned that $25 might not be 
enough incentive, but Hall complied with the order and moved 


the trucks on Saturday. 


**J can afford the $25. That was no problem,’’ Hall told the 
Reporter this week. ‘‘But the judge said to move them, and 


that’s the law!”’ 


Hall parked his trucks on land he owns in the Montevallo In- 


dustrial Park. 


Now, he says, he’s waiting for the city to help him get that 
property ready to build a new office. He needs a power pole 
moved from the center of the land, and telephone lines in the 
back need to be moved as well, he said. 

For two years, Tony Hall’s trucking company fought the city 
over permission to park a dozen tractor-trailer rigs on Shelby 


Street by Hall’s current office. 


Neighbors who claimed the trucks were a nuisance, said this 
week they were relieved to see them gone. 
Hall said it had been necessary to park the trucks by the office 


for security reasons. 


The City of Montevallo tried unsuccessfully for two years to 
get Hall to move the rigs, before the case was turned over to the 


circuit court. 


puter problems, the study stated 
‘‘computer department/user 
department <interactionis* not 
good.”’ 


Archer and Davenport’s fin- 
dings showed that a centralized 
system provides more computer 
power, sharing of data 
throughout the courthouse, and 
easier management and control. 

They also showed that signifi- 
cant accomplishments had been 
made in the county’s data pro- 
cessing, and improvements could 
be made for the efficiency needed 
to meet new requirments. 

According to the study, 
however, ‘‘Programs written for 
some departments... are either 
not written properly or not in- 
stalled.’’ 

Programs. needing modifica- 
tion include tags (to a new, one- 
stop system); conservation; titles; 
business licenses; deeds and wills; 
budget system; and tax collection 
system. 

To avoid communication pro- 
blems, Archer and Davenport 
recommended that their commit- 
tee could ‘‘interact, as necessary, 
to effect such improvements.”’ 

They asked that their commit- 
tee be kept intact through March 
of ’84 in order to: 


Maintain their responsibility 


for the computer department and 
its personnel. 

eSpend money budgeted for 
department improvement. 

@Hire an analyst to modify the 
tag system, develop other pro- 
grams for the probate office, and 
assist Elizabeth Borders -- who 
replaced Ken Robinson as data 
processing department head. 

*Purchase any needed addi- 
tional display and printing ter- 
minals, within a $20,000 limit. 

®Select and buy budgetary ac- 
counting software. 

An $80,000 ceiling was placed 
on the above outline. 


The commission also said the 
tax assessor’s appraisal system 
can go on the state computer at 
$19,800 per year, until an equally 
efficient program can be written 
for the county’s system. 

Before the commission passed 
these measures, Snowden said he 
wanted the opinions of all depart- 
ment heads. He also said he had 
wanted a independent consultant 
hired, and that Archer and 
Davenport had represented only 
the Burroughs point of view. 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
wanted a performance bond on 
the upgrading of the Burroughs.

Pickin’ at music 
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Pelham sets new date 
for protested hearing 


The Pelham Planning and Zoning Board will 
hold another public hearing, following last week’s 
highly controversial approval of a rezoning re- 
quest. 

Mayor Burk Dunaway said late Tuesday after- 
noon that attornies for the city and Steve Russo 
had agreed to a second public hearing. Since ap- 
proving Russo’s request for multi-family zoning 
on his 26 acres along Helena Road, angered area 
residents have charged that their rights to speak on 
the matter were denied. 

‘‘We want everybody to have an opportunity to 
be heard,’ Dunaway told the Reporter. ‘‘If those 
people think they were denied their rights -- which 


they weren’t intentionally -- then by agreement of - 


all parties, the ruling will be changed.’’ 

In order to hold the meeting as soon as possible, 
preliminary arrangements were made to publish 
the required legal advertisements for the meeting 
in this week’s paper. This would have allowed the 
public hearing to be held July 6. 

However, after Dunaway discussed it with 
board chairman Mike McKinnis, they decided Ju 
ly 6 might conflict with many people’s plans for 
the Fourth. 

Therefore, the advertisments will run in the next 


‘two editions of the paper, and the public hearing 


on Russo’s request was tenatively set for Wednes- 
day, July 13, Dunaway said. 

‘I think the meeting will probably start where 
all the planning board meetings are held,’’ the 
mayor said in answer to an obvious question. 
“But it'll probably be moved to the chamber 
council...’’ 

Prior to this late breaking development in the 
story, the following article had been prepared for 
publication in this week’s edition of the Reporter:

“I’m real surprised no one showed up to pro- 
test tonight.”’ 

Following that opening remark Pelham Plann- 
ing and Zoning Board chairman Mike McKinnis 
said he made last Wednesday night, six planning 
members voted approval of a controversial rezon- 
ing request from R-1 (single family) to R-3 
(multi-family), for 26 acres of land along Helena 
Road (State 261). 

But McKinnis’ opening remark was off base. 

The brief planning board meeting was held in 
the city hall’s small pre-council room -- its stan- 
dard place of business. On the other side of the 
door, in the large chamber room, 35 concerned 
citizens twitched in their seats, ready to verbally 
fight the rezoning proposal. 

Steve Russo, who requested the rezoning, his at- 
torney and a developer, also waited in the council 
chamber to present their side of the issue to the 
board.

McKinnis, Mayor Burk Dunaway, and the other 
board members insist that they did not know the 
large group next door was waiting for the zoning 
hearing. 


Some residents, however, are crying foul. 

“*It seems to me there’s been some deceit on the 
part of the board, or possibly the mayor,”’’ said 
Vaughn Olson, who owns 2.5 acres near Russo’s 
land. 

‘I may be over-reacting,’’ he continued, ‘‘but 
my interest level is quite high. If someone builds 
apartments, it would ruin the quiet place we 
have.”’ 

“*‘There’s no way they (the planning board) 
couldn’t have known all those people were in 
there,’’ said Jim King, an area resident who came 
to protest the change on the grounds of drainage 
problems. ‘‘It was a touchy issue. I think they 
didn’t want to handle it with that group of peo- 
ple.’’ 

King accused the board of a ‘‘breach of con- 
fidence,’’ since no one -- pro or con -- got a chance 
to voice their opinions. 

‘*‘Wednesday night, I felt like they knew we 
were there,’’ said Patricia Cobb Yessick, who lives 
on some 12 acres of family land across the road -- 
downhill from Russo’s property. ‘‘I’m trying to 
give (the board) the benefit of the doubt, but you 
know these things go on in politics.’’ 

“If there’s apartments or condominiums, it’d 
wipe out our life styles,’’ she continued. 
‘Apartments would add to the water problems. 
This’ll be a swamp area.’’ 

Joe Dean, a neighbor of the Yessicks, said, 
‘‘They may have made an honest mistake. I’d hate 
to imagine that they’d purposefully do that.’’ 

‘*The issue now, is the denial of the rights of the 
people -- either by foolish oversight, or something 
we don’t know about,’’ Dean told the Reporter. 
“The issue is the attitude of the city and their 
responsibility to the public.”’ 

Dean said he was talking to some people in the 
hallway prior to the meeting, when McKinnis and 
Councilman Ray Hamilton, also a member of the 
planning board, walked briskly past him and back 
to the pre-council meeting room. He said there 
was no eye contact, and maybe he wasn’t 
recognized. 

Because of the size of the crowd, he said it 
naturally congregated in the council chamber. 

A former planning board member himself, 
Dean said he thought the board members were 
having a ‘‘pre-meeting’’ when they didn’t appear 
in the council chamber at the announced 7 p.m. 
starting time. 

‘*By 7:30 we were getting restless and I realized

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Armadillo comes to county

The armadillos are coming! The armadillos are coming! 

But last week when Paul and Lois Cost heard their dogs bark- 
ing like crazy outside at 3:30 a.m., they weren’t thinking ar- 
madillos. They were thinking prowlers. Their Elliottsville 
neighbor Floyd Parrish thought the same thing. 

Armed with shotguns, Cost and Parrish searched their yards. 
No prowler. Nothing in sight. 

Later, the dogs barked again, but the cause of their excitement 
remained a mystery. 

It wasn’t until Cost returned from the post office the next 
morning that the mystery cleared up. 

Parrish had done some investigating and found a hole 
underneath Cost’s garage. He led Cost to the hole and there he 
(she?) was -- the armadillo. 

“*He was buried down in the floor,” said Cost. ‘‘There wasn’t 
anything sticking out but his tail and part of his hard shell.’’ 

**We took it easy on him and eased him out by his tail,’’ Cost 
said. ‘“We had a cage ready. You can’t hardly hold one of them. 
They’re strong.’’ 

Cost was somewhat familiar with armadillos from his days of 
driving trucks out west, and from reading National Geographic. 
He knew armadillos aren’t supposed to be in Shelby County. 

But apparently the armadillo didn’t know that. Nor do some 
of his kin. Because the armadillos are here. 

According to Ann Miller of Dunnavant, executive director of 
Alabama Wildlife Rescue, the armadillos are heading this way. 
Last month she verified that one had been found in the Bessemer 
area. The one Cost and Parrish found is the first verified ar- 
madillo in Shelby County. 

Originally, Miller said, the harmless animals hail from South 
and Central America. Slowly they worked their way up into 


Texas and the Southwest, picking up on the way such endearing 
names as ‘Mexican Opossum’ and ‘Opossum of the West.’ 

Miller explained that about 30 years ago, armadillos again 
began expanding their range, moving even further east and 
somewhat north. They were held up-in the early ’60’s by the 
Mississippi River, but somehow (do they hitchhike?) made their 
way across, spreading into southern Alabama and Florida. 

Now they’re heading north -- more or less for Shelby County. 
But because of sensitivity to the cold, the mammals aren’t ex- 
pected to range in Alabama much beyond the Birmingham area. 

So the armadillos are coming. 

But don’t panic. They’re-harmless. 

Miller, however, is concerned that the animals may not be 
welcomed in these parts. Even though they’re not game animals, 
and are very low on the rabies transmission list, she’s worried 
that some of them will be needlessly shot. 

She also doesn’t want to see them kept in captivity -- which is 
against state wildlife laws. 

Miller pointed out that armadillos are even useful since they 
live mainly off bugs. 

Furthermore, armadillos are anything but aggressive. Ad- 
vance on one and it’s likely to run. Or ball up. 

“If someone finds one and calls us, we'll be glad to come and 
take it off somewhere,” she said. (The Wildlife Rescue hot-line 
number is 320-6189.) ‘‘Just don’t harm it, or frighten it, or keep 
it caged up.’’ 

After fortifying the Elliottsville armadillo with raw egg, dog 
food, bugs, and some Chilton County peaches, Cost promised 
to turn it loose ‘over in Maylene where the dogs won’t get it.”’ 

**You’d be surprised how many people told us they found ar- 
madillos after we found that one,’’ he said. ‘Looks like they’re 
with us in Shelby County now.”’

Sheriff Buddy Glasgow and deputy Sgt. James 
Mitchell arealso named in the suit on grounds that 
they failed to properly train their officers. 

Similar charges against the City of Columbiana 
were dropped Monday in court because the alleged 
brutality happened in the county jail. 

Johnson is seeking a quarter million dollars in 
damages. 

The case -- which is being heard before Judge 
Foy Guin and a federal jury of eight men and

Barnett gave Johnson back his per- 
sonal effects -- which included a wallet, belt, 
screwdriver, and pocketknife. 

According to Johnson’s lawyers, he tried to give 
the screwdriver to his son-in-law, but Barnett

Mrs. Johnson testified that Barnett said, 
**You’re going back to jail until you change your 
attitude.’’ 

Barnett radioed for assistance and Carter arriv- 
ed at the jail within minutes. 


According to the plaintiff’s lawyers, Carter then 
grabbed Johnson, wrestled him to the floor, and 
sat on him. 

The scuffle, the lawyers said, left Johnson with 
a cut head, broken eyeglasses, injured back and 
neck, and permanently damaged vocal chords. 


However, the story presented by defense 
lawyers differs from the plaintiff's version, 


diverging at the time Johnson began complaining 
about his cold cell. 

They said Johnson was cursing and smelling of 
alcohol, leading Barnett to conclude that he was 
not ready to be released after all. 

Johnson allegedly said Barnett was crazy, and 
threatened him with the screwdriver. That’s when 
the deputy called Carter. 

Carter, his lawyers said, asked Johnson to drop 
the screwdriver. Johnson refused and Carter 
wrestled him to the floor. 

Attorneys for Carter and the sheriff’s office 
maintain that Johnson’s injuries are his own fault, 
and that the lawmen used only the amount of 
force necessary to make him drop the weapon. 

The case is expected to conclude by the end of 
the week.

In addition to being the city’s 
prosecutor in municipal court, 
Montevallo attorney Jim Stan- 
dridge will also represent the city 
on appeals cases. 


Until now, the city’s attorneys 
have had that responsibility. 

Finance Chairman J.A. Brown 
questioned the cost of the change 
after the council approved the 
move Monday night. 

Basing his figuring on the ten 
appeals cases the city had last 
year, Mayor Ralph Sears said he 
thought $400 should be an ade- 
quate amount. 

“I think $2,200 would be a 
gracious plenty,’’ (total yearly 
payment) the Mayor told Brown. 

When he was appointed pro- 
secutor last month, Standridge’s 
salary was set at $150 a month or 
$1,800 a year. 

He will be paid $20 an hour for 
out of court work on appeals 
cases and $40 when he is in court. 

City Administrator Don 
Hughes said that he will try to 
work it out so the cases can be 
tried consecutively to cut down 
on time and expense for the city. 

Since the prosecutor will 
already be familiar with the case, 
his out of court time will also be 
reduced, Hughes noted. 

In trying to comply with all the 
recommendations made by the 


Administrative Office of Courts, 
Police Chief Allen Needham said 
the city needs to have someone 
not connected with the police 
department to be court clerk. 

Keeping the city’s finances in 
mind, Hughes said he will try and 
work something out using per- 
sonnel from his office rather than 
hiring an extra person. 

In other matters: 

There was some discussion, 
but no action, on buying 1.5 
acres of land adjoining the city 
shop. Hughes said the $8,000 
piece of property -- which lies 
along Shoals Creek and is bound- 
ed by city property -- could be us- 
ed for parking equipment and the 
development of the sewerage 
treatment plant. 

eCouncilman Grady Parker 
suggested that the yellow line in 
front of the new Parnell 
Memorial Library be changed for 
temporary parking. After a brief 
discussion of the parking situa- 
tion in the area, is was decided 
that Chief Needham and Hughes 
would first do a traffic survey. 

Claud Elledge, President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
reported that the chamber has 
purchased 36 new American flags 
to replace those that are worn 
out.

After weeks of rumors about 
his failing health, rumors about 
his impending resignation, Gov 
George Wallace has looked and 
acted much more like the Wallace 
of old in the past few days. 

There is no question that for 
several weeks in late May and 
early June Gov. Wallace was not 
well. He was in considerable rain, 
he was terribly depressed about 
his condition. His public ap- 
pearances were rare, and when 
seen, he did not look well at all. 

But suddenly there appears to 
have been a turnaround. Wallace 
has made several appearances in 
public in recent days, the haggard 
look of a few weeks ago has 
gone, his spirits measurably im- 
proved. 

In a place where rumors spawn 
rumors, there is now yet another 
rumor as to the dramatic im- 
provement in Wallace. Try this 
bizarre story on for size: 

About ten days ago Wallace 
and Lt. Gov Bill Baxley met at 
length. According to the story, 
Wallace wanted Baxley to assure 
him that if the governor should 
be compelled to resign becatise of 
ill health that Baxley would retain 
the Wallace-appointed Cabinet. 
Baxley refused to make such a 
commitment. Wallace became 
angry and said in so many words 
--- so the rumor goes --- if that’s 
the way it was going to be then 


hell would freeze over before he 
would resign. End of rumor. 

It makes for a good story and 
if true it would explain Wallace’s 
sudden and dramatic improve- 
ment. For sure, something hap- 
pened to change Wallace’s 
outlook. If the rumor is true, and 
it probably isn’t, then Baxley 
would be justified to add M.D. 
after his name. he accomplished 
what none of the real M.D.’s had 
accomplished.

Wallace was hospitalized in Mon- 
tgomery last week---Mrrs. Mozelle 
Wallace, mother of the governor 
and a remarkable lady in her own 
right, was admitted to a hospital 
for tests.

Despite all the talk to the con- 
trary, it now is a very real 
possibility that Montgomery 
Mayor Emory Folmar may have 
nothing more than token opposi- 
tion when he seeks reelection this 
fall. The city election, originally 
scheduled for July, has been re- 
set for October by the Alabama 
Supreme Court...

A public hearing on the bill 
was secured at Monday’s com- 
mission meeting by state 
representative Don Murphy, who 
opposes the proposed measure. 

That hearing is set for 7 p.m. 
in the county cour- 


Most of them favor the act, 
which would apply standard 
building codes to the county, and 
which has already passed the 
senate. 

In addition it would provide 
the county with the authority to 
issue building permits and give it 
the right to inspect commercial 
construction. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said he favored the bill and 
would vote to support it. 

“*We have the right to recom- 
mend bills to be passed and you 
have the right, if you feel, to kill 
the bill,”’ he told Murphy. 

Commissioner John Ames ask- 
ed Murphy if he knew that the 
county could already do what the 
bill proposes, without charging a 
fee. 

Murphy responded by turning 
the table on Ames and say- 
ing,*‘So...really this is just 
another tax on the people.” 

That led to an exchange bet- 
ween the two men in which Ames 
defended the revenues that the 
bill would generate. - 

Ames stated, ‘“We would have 
to hire a $100,000 department to 
enforce it (building inspection). 
All we are asking for is funding.” 

In arguing against the need for 
the bill, Murphy took exception 
to statements made by Davenport 
in the Reporter about ‘‘shoddy 
construction’’ in Shelby County. 

He also accused the commis- 
sion of not letting him know of 
its desire to have the bill passed. 

Davenport told Murphy that 
he was made aware of the bill and 
Ames added, ‘‘I guess when I 
sent a letter to every member of 
the Shelby County delegation I 
thought that was that.’’ 

* Murphy told commissioners 
that if they knew of any shoddy 
, buildings in Shelby County he 

would like to see them. 

He added that such building in- 
spections would cause three’ or 
four day delays in construction, 
costing contractors money. 


The meeting came to a close 
with Murphy apparently realizing 
that the commission was against 
him on this matter and he simply 
thanked them for at least delay- 
ing their support.

Bama becomes presidential bellwether

Alabama, still partial to the 
Democratic Party in choosing 
“state and local officials but 
nourishing a newfound political 
independence in national affairs, 
may emerge as a key southern 
state in the 1984 presidential elec- 
tion. 

Political analysts generally are 
predicting a vigorous campaign 
by both the Democrats and 
Republicans in the south as a 
whole, especially if President 
Reagan runs for re-election. With 
Reagan heading the GOP ticket, 
the Democrats will just about 
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have to carry the south to win the 
election. 

And Alabama is shaping up as 
a bellwether state, partly because 
of its independent spirit 
demonstrated in our recent 
presidential elections and also 
because it has one of the earliest 
presidential primaries in the na- 
tion. 

Alabama is one of a number of 
states which will have the primary 
on March 13. The elections on 
that day, along with earlier 
voting in New Hampshire and 
Iowa, could give one of the 
presidential candidates a decisive 
early lead. 

Most of the big-name can- 
didates who are seeking the 
Democratic nomination have 


again, and others with them, 
before the March primary. 

The Republicans haven’t really 
started their campaigning in 
Alabama, waiting for President 
Reagan to announce whether he 
will run for another term. But 
they will be here; you can depend 
on that. Reagan, or whoever else 
may seek the GOP nomination, 
will be counting heavily on

In fact, as Democratic leaders 
tell it, their party has carried 
Alabama only ‘‘one and one-half 
times’’ in the past quarter of a 
century. That was in 1960 when 
John F. Kennedy got only five of 
Alabama’s electoral votes (the 
rest went to Sen. Harry Byrd of 
Virginia), and in 1976 when Jim- 
my Carter got all of Alabama’s 
votes in the electoral college. - 

Actually, you might say the 
Democrats carried the state two 
and one-half times instead of one 
and one-half. I ran for president 
as a third-party candidate in 
1968, but in Alabama I was the 
nominee of the Democratic Party 
and I got the state’s electoral 
votes. ; 

Alabama has gone Republican 
twice since then, supporting 
Richard Nixon in 1972 and Presi- 
dent Reagan in 1980. Conse- 
quently, both parties will be cam- 
paigning furiously in Alabama 
next year, making all sorts of 
political promises.

zoning issue -- which came up two years ago and 
was turned down by both the planning board and 
the city council, after some heated arguments. 

He said that many of the protestors had only at- 
tended council meeting before in the large room, 
but “‘some of them certainly knew where the plan- 
ning and zoning meeting are held.”’ 


He added that the city had mailed out letters an- 
nouncing the meeting to property owners adjoin- 
ing Russo’s land.

However, Russo, who lives in Vestavia, said he 
was inclined to let the board’s affirmative vote 
stand, if his lawyer agrees. 

‘‘As far as I’m concerned, leave it like it 
stands,”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t know what I’m going to 
do (with my 26 acres on Helena Road). All I want 
is to get it zoned the way it’s supposed to be.”’ 

He said the late Mayor Paul Yeager had ap- 
proached him a number of years ago about annex- 
ation of the area to Pelham. According to Russo, 
he agreed to annexation if he could get the land 
zoned R-3, which Yeager agreed to in writing. 

The final say on Russo’s zoning sits with the 
Pelham City Council, which is expected at its next 
meeting to set a date for a public hearing and final 
vote on the issue. 

Dunaway said the final vote will probably come 
on July 18. Russo, area residents and city officials 
are expected to turn out -- this time in the same 
room -- to voice opinions on the matter.

Lions, horses visit 
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Building permit hearing draws 
more tnterest than answers 


by William Casari 
and David F. Moore 

It was like a two-sided Rubik’s Cube. Despite two hours of 
twisting arguments at a public hearing Monday on a county 
building permit/inspection law, no one ever came up with a solu- 
tion. 

The majority of those at the meeting, however, were clearly and 
strongly opposed to the measure. 

The bill -- which has already been pushed through the State 
Senate by Spencer Bachus -- is now awaiting approval from the 
county’s three state representatives before it can be presented to the 
public for a popular vote. 

Two members of the house delegation, Don Murphy and Sonny 
Moore, attended Monday’s meeting at the courthouse. 

The meeting was called by Murphy, who wanted to hear public 
opinions before the county commission sent a resolution to Mon- 
tgomery supporting the bill. 

Murphy, and most of the 55 people in attendence contend that 
passage of the bill would add unnecessary red tape and expenses to 
a building industry that is just now emerging from three years of 
recession. 

Proponents, however, contend that permit sales would generate 
income needed to meet growing service demands, and building in- 
spections would add a safety and quality factor to both commercial 
and residential construction in the county. 

Commissioner John Ames estimated Monday that the per- 


mit/inspection bill would cost $100,000 for a staff of seven and 
several automobiles -- a comment that brought a round of laughter 
and a digression into such subjects as governmental waste. 

Wilsonville resident Frances Phelps said she wasn’t totally op- 
posed to the inspection program, but that the county budget 
couldn’t afford one now. Furthermore, it was dangerous to view 
the bill solely as money maker because the county might be liable if 
something happened to a building it had approved as being safe, 
she said. 

Noting that delays inspections might cause can be expensive, 
Phelps drew applause when she said, ‘‘We must do everything we 
can to get more building in Shelby County, and not hold it back!”’ 

Others said that companies locate here because inspection fees 
penalize them in Jefferson and other counties. 

Montevallo Administrator Don Hughes stressed that one-third 
of the county is already subject to municipal inspection laws. 

A county building law ‘‘would make sure you get what you paid 
for and maintain good property values,’’ Hughes said. Shoddy 
buildings deteriorate, he said, and bring down values of surroun- 
ding property. 


But one woman countered that shoddy builders don’t last long, 

so shoddy buildings aren’t a factor. 
Others -- such as Commissioner Jake Morris -- didn’t like the 
idea of government infringement in such areas as farmers building

Court will hear Pelham

A Pelham resident told her ci- 
ty’s council Monday that she was 
concerned for the people living in 
her area should a fire or medical 
emergency occur. 

Helen Martin said that the 
road which would give access to 
her street should the railroad 
crossing be blocked has been 
closed off, 

After discussing the situation, 
the council voted to take the mat- 
ter to court. 

Mrs. Martin lives off County 
Road $2 between the Atlantic 
Coastline (now Norfolk 
Southern) tracks and those of the 
LAN railroad. 

Piles of dirt block the access 
road at the point where a slab 
permits a crossing at Pea Vine 
Creek. 

Access was further blocked 
about a year ago when an in- 
dustry located on the Helena side 
of the L&N tracks fenced off the 
road citing security as the reason. 

When Mrs. Martin and her late 
husband moved to the area, she 
said that he had gotten the state 
to put in the slab so trains would 
not prevent emergency vehicles 
from reaching the street on which 
their home was built. 

“If we need assistance now 
though,’’ Mrs. Martin said, 
‘‘there’s no way in or out,” (if 
the crossing is blocked). 

After the first road was block- 
ed, the Mayor reported that the

He emphasized that in his ex- 
perience subdivisions that have 
through streets have fewer 
burglaries and other crimes than 
those with one-way access.

Planning commissioners hear 
‘nobody told me...’ pleas 


**Nobody told me..." 

That was the plea made by two 
persons at the meeting of the 
Shelby County Planning Com- 
mission Monday night. 

One of the cases involved An- 
nette Cleckler who was charged 
with a zoning violation for plac- 
ing three mobile homes on a 24 
acre plot. The county minimum 
in Beat 12 is one home per acre. 
The property is located on Carl 
Raines Lake Road. 

Mrs. Cleckler argued that the 
real estate agent who sold her the 
land had stated in writing that she 
could place up to four mobile 
homes on the plot. The health 
department had approved all the 
septic tanks, and no one mention- 
ed the space restriction, she in- 
sisted. 

She said the mobile homes 


were occupied by members of the 
same family and that her sister- 
in-law could not afford to move 
her mobile home away. 

Members of the commission 
expressed sympathy for the plight 
of the family, but stated they 
would enforce the regulation. 
They suggested she had recourse 
with the real estate company, and 
gave her six months to comply 
with the regulations. 

The other case involved the 
Rev. Martin Muller who is 
developing a subdivision near 
Westover on county 51, south of 
the new U.S. 280. 

The commission told him that 
even for private subdivisions, 
several county regulations must 
be met. They told him he would 
have to install valley gutters 
along his streets, and would have 


to replace all the piping since it 
does not meet county standards. 

Muller argued that he could 
not afford all the expense 
“Nobody told me there are 
specifications for private subdivi- 
sions," he said. He added that 
prominent real estate people and 
even his bulldozer operator had 
suggested he go the private rather 
than the public subdivision route 
to Save money on streets, storm 
sewers, drainage, and other re 
quirements 


However, the planning com- 
mission held firm to its order that 
Muller stop work until the regula- 
nons were met 

He immediately started confer- 
ring with county engineer Gary 
Ray to explore ways he could 
comply

Ames said Murphy -- 
who also opposes the bill -- 
should not kill it in the local 
legislation committee, but 
give it a chance on the floor 
of house.

Calera will support new public housing

The City of Calera chose the 
lesser of two evils Monday night, 
in giving its stamp of approval to 
a proposed public housing site. 

Based upon the possibility of a 

HUD grant, the council agreed to 
write a letter of intent supporting 
the location of public housing 
one block off Southern Foundry 
Road. 
/ Earlier this month the council 
had refused to such a letter for a 
proposed development just 1% 
blocks from Monday’s approved 
site. 

The original location would 
have been directly across from 
Hill Brook Apartments which are 
now under construction off 
Southern Foundry Road. 

Councilman Mark Jones ‘said 
of the new site, ‘‘I guess it is the 
better of the two sites but I’m not 
satisfied.’’ 

Councilman Jeff Pilgreen 
agreed with Jones and said, ‘‘I 
think that is the feeling of the en- 
tire council.”’ 

Jim Johnson, who is construc- 
ting the new Hill Brook apart- 
ment complex, had asked the 
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council to give careful considera- 
tion before it approved public 
housing so close to his planned 48 
units. 

On a motion by W. B. Watts, 
the council agreed to write the let- 
ter of intent supporting the latest 
site sought by the Calera Housing 
Authority. 

That letter carries with it a pro- 
mise that if HUD money comes 
through, the city will provide 
utilities and half the cost of a new 
road to the project. 

In another land related matter, 
the city tenatively agreed to close 
parts of 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th 
streets for the development of a 
trailer park by Tom Poe. 

The property on which Poe 
plans to build his trailer park is 
currently zoned for light in- 
dustrial use. Therefore, the clos- 
ings are hinged on approval of a 
zoning change. 


— 


In other business: 

The council agreed, without 
taking a vote, to purchase protec- 
tive turnout gear and air packs 
for the Calera Rescue Squad. The 
prices received on the gear by 
rescue volunteer Hugh Morrision 
fall below $2,000, as required to 
bypass taking bids. 

*The council voted to spend 
$550 for the rescue squad to pur- 
chase a new radio. 

Morrison told the council that 
unless a need should come ‘‘out 
of the clear blue skies’’ his 
volunteer department is set. 


*An expense of $1,326 was ap- 
proved so the fire department 
could purchase a new radio and 
18 pagers. A grant of $600 from 
the Forestry Commission will 
help offset the expense. 

®The council instructed Police 
Chief Harry Deal to get price 


estimates for wiring city hall and 
the fire department building so 
that an Army surplus generator 
can be used in times of emergen-

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Jury still out on jail brutality suit

Vernon Johnson of Harpersville was still 
waiting... 

Columbiana officer Tom Carter and former 
Shelby County deputy jailer Greg Barnett were 
still waiting... 

Federal Judge Foy Guin and his held-up 
court schedule were still waiting, as were a 
number of lawyers... 

But after seven days of hearing testimony ina 
civil rights suit against the two lawmen, and 
after more than a day of deliberation, the 
federal jury in Birmingham was stalled. 

Late Tuesday afternoon the jury asked Judge 
Guin to re-read several depositions from the 
case and answer several lingering questions. 

* Afterwards, Guin dismissed the eight men

and women for the day. He was expected to re- 
charge them Wednesday, after this paper went 
to press. 

Johnson, who is suing the officers for a 
quarter million dollars, claims that Barnett call- 
ed for help unnecessarily in the early hours of 
January 11, 1981, and that Carter used illegal 
force by pinning him to the booking room floor 
with a flashlight. 

Johnson claimed he suffered permanent 
damage to his vocal chords and other injuries. 

The defense claims that Johnson -- who was 
being checked out of jail following an arrest for 
intoxication -- was holding Barnett at bay with 
a screwdriver when Carter responded to a radio 
call for help. 

Carter testified Friday that he had previously 


been an ambulance driver and had assisted a 
person who had been stabbed with a 
screwdriver. 

His testimony included photographs of what 
he would have seen as he arrived at the glass- 
walled booking room. 

Carter said Johnson was cursing, threatening 
the deputy with a screwdriver, and refusing to 
drop it. He said Barnett told him Johnson had a 
knife in his pocket, and Johnson’s hand was in 
his pocket. 

Carter said he put a bear hug on Johnson, 
then a half Nelson, before he ‘‘placed Mr. 
Johnson on the floor,”’ 

When Johnson still wouldn’t cooperate, 
Carter said he applied his flashlight to the 
man’s throat for about 30-45 seconds. 


Initially, the suit included the City of Colum- 
biana, its councilmen, deputy Sgt. James Mit- 
chell, and Sheriff Buddy Glasgow. 


Columbiana was dismissed from the case ear- 
ly on, while Mitchell and Glasgow were both 
dismissed last week. 

One lawyer blamed the lengthy trial on 
‘tedious testimony,”’ 

When it became apparent that the trial would 
not end Friday -- the day it was initially ex- 
pected to end -- Judge Guin postponed court 
dates in Tuscaloosa he had set for this week. 

“If we don’t finish Monday, we will finish 
Tuesday,’’ Guin said before the court. 

The trial did in fact end Monday. Tuesday it 
was the verdict that was still being awaited.

Night search law works for crime bosses 


by Gov. George Wallace 

If a peace officer wants to go 
onto someone’s property in the 
daytime to look for evidence, he 
can get a search warrant simply 
by swearing he has probable 
cause to believe the evidence is 
there. 

But if he waits until nightfall to 
make the search, probable cause 
isn’t enough. To get a nighttime 
search warrant, the officer must 
sign an affidavit saying 
‘‘positively”’ that whatever he is 
looking for ‘‘is on the person or 
in the place to be searched.”’ 

That provision was written into 
the law many years ago to protect 
the people in their homes and to 
allow searches after dark only 
when absolutely necessary. And I 
agree with that. The people are 
entitled to all the protection the 
law can give them. 

But the nighttime search law is 
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being misused now by the crime 
bosses, especially those who traf- 
fic in drugs. It protects them 
more than it protects the 
homeowner because it makes the 
narcotics dealer all but immune 
from search after dark. 

Obviously we cannot let that 
go on. The law must be changed 
to stop the criminals from using it 
to their advantage. I have asked 
the Legislature to amend it to 
permit search warrants to be 
issued for probable cause at night 
as well as by day. 

Under our bill, which is part of 
our ‘‘war on crime’”’ package, the 
judge issuing the warrant could 
still restrict the search to the 
daylight hours if he felt that was 
necessary. But at least he would 
have the authority to issue a 
nighttime search warrant for pro- 
bable cause, and he cannot do 
that now. 

As a matter of fact, some 
judges are reluctant to authorize 
nighttime searches under the pre- 
sent law even if the officer says he 
has positive knowledge that the 
evidence he is looking for is in the 
place to be searched. How, they 
ask, can the officer be sure? 


What it all adds up to is this: 
When the sun goes down the drug 
dealer is ready for business. He 
knows there is little chance, if 
any, that someone is going to 
search his place after dark. 

When I was governor before, 
narcotics agents told me of an ac- 
tual case which illustrates the 
problem as well as anything I can 
think of. 

Local officials in one small 
town called on state authorities 
for help in breaking up a drug 
ring. We sent in an undercover 
agent from another part of the 
state who wouldn’t be known by 
anyone in the small town. The 
agent spent weeks frequenting the 
narcotics dens, in the guise of just 
another customer. 

In time he learned just about 
everything there was to know 
about the operation... whether 
they sold marijuana or the hard 
drugs... where they were hidden 
in each place.. and, of course, 
what he had to do or say to get in 
the place. 

Finally, after he had learned all 
he could, he was ready to move in 
with raids on some eight or ten 
places where he knew drugs were 


being sold. Other agents were 
brought in to help, and, on a 
given night, all eight or ten places 
were to be raided. They had to be 
nighttime raids because the drug 
dealers were closed in the 
daytime. , 

ihen came the hitch. To get 
nighttime search warrants, the 
undercover man, despite the 
knowledge he had already gain- 
ed, had to go back to each place 
just before the raids just so he 
could say the drugs were there at 
that time. After each final visit he 
obtained a warrant, and the raids 
began. 

But the word spread quickly 
through the underground after 
the first raid. 

The dealers who hadn’t already 
been hit simply closed up for the 
night, and the undercover agent 
wasn’t able to get the final 
evidence he needed in order to get 
search warrants for those places. 

Instead of the eight or ten raids 
which were planned, only two or 
three were actually made. But if 
the warrants could have been 
issued on probable cause, all of 
the raids would have been carried 
out at the same time. 


The Alabama Scene

Gov. George Wallace’s an- 
nouncement that he will not call a 
special legislative election until 
after the regular session ad- 
journs, makes it all the more like- 
ly that there will be no primary 
election. 

What now seems probable is 
that the State Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee will handpick 
the Democratic nominees for the 
140 seats (105 in the House, 35 in 
the Senate); the Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee will handpick 
the GOP nominees; and these 
hopefuls -- plus any independents 
who choose to run -- will compete 
in a winner-take-all general elec- 
tion. 

While this approach will save 
the state hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, it will give the SDEC 
awesome power in determining 
the political fate of a number of 


incumbent legislators. Under the 
re-drawn legislative districts there 
are a number of instances where 
there are two incumbent 
Democrat legislators. For exam- 
ple, Sens. Foy Covington and 
Crum Foshee are in the same 
district; so are Sens. Larry Dixon 
and Don Harrison; Sens. Ed 
Robertson and Charles Bishop; 
Sen. John Teague and Lister Hill 
Proctor. 

The SDEC must decide which 
of the incumbents will be the 
nominee, or if either of them will 
be. There have been rumors that 
in the Montgomery district which 
includes Dixon and Harrison that 
neither of them may be selected 
but that the committee may name 
another man instead. Sen. Dixon 
has vowed he will be a candidate 
no matter what the SDEC does. 
If he can’t run as a Democrat, he 
will run as an independent. 


Odds and Ends -- The truly 
dramatic improvement in Gov. 
Wallace’s health (also his ap- 
pearance and attitude) continues. 
As was reported in this space a 
week ago, this turnaround began 
after the governor had a spirited 
closed-door meeting with Lt. 
Gov. Bill Baxley a few weeks ago. 


The General Fund budget 
adopted by the Alabama House is 
about as lean and fat-free as a 
budget could be. The only agen- 
cies to get major increases are the 
prisons and Medicaid, otherwise 
the money allocated is approx- 
imately what was appropriated 
for the current year. 

There will be no pay raises for 
state employees, a hard fact that 
the workers had already ac- 
cepted. This will in turn make it 
exceedingly difficult for teachers 
to expect a pay raise...

Tough pull |

Owen sets record

Twenty beautiful girls filled the back of the Dodge Ram pick-up 
truck. 

No reflection on the weight of the girls, but the load and truck 
came to somewhere between 7,000 and 8,000 pounds. 

A chain was hooked to that short wheel based four-wheel drive 
truck, and at the end of the chain stood Tom Owen, executive 
director of King’s Ranch. 

His object was to pull the load 40 yards -- with his teeth -- for a 
world record time. 

The hour was approximately 7:30 p.m. last Friday. The place, 
Legion Field, just before the Stallions took on the Chicago Blitz in 
a disappointing 29-14 loss. 

Owen runs the Christian Neighborhood for Kids. The Chelsea 
ranch is for kids who for some reason cannot live at home, or who 
do not have a family. 

The ranch currently houses over 30 youngsters and by the end of 
the year it will house over 60. 

Owen, a competitive power lifter, was not at Legion Field just 
for a show of strength. His purpose was to raise at least $3,500 for 
his ranch, which the Stallions agreed to donate. j 

As the time for the big pull drew near, Frank Watts, the power 
lifting chairman for Alabama, learned that Owen would have to 
beat a time of 25.8 seconds to set a world record. 

Watts told Owen that he would have eight minutes to prepare 
himself for the task. 

The girls -- Birmingham Stallion ‘‘Fillies’’ -- were all in place. 
The engine of the truck was started and Owen went through exer- 
cises. 

A man in the crowd said to a nearby policeman, ‘‘I know he can 
do it. He’s a good Shelby County man.”’ 

The policeman replied, ‘‘I know it. A Shelby County man can 
pull anything with his teeth.’’(?) 

The ‘go’ signal was given. A sudden growl escaped Owen. He 
began to pull. 

Miraculously, the truck began to move and Owen beat the world 
record with a time of 24.4 seconds. 

But pulling the Ram full of Fillies wasn’t the end to Owen’s even- 
ing’s efforts. 

Immediately following his pull on the concrete pavement beside 
the famous football field, the truck was driven out on to the bright 
green playing surface itself. 

Owen was going to let the truck -- still loaded with the girls -- ac- 
tually roll over his stomach. 

A ramp was placed down and the truck drove its back wheel right 
up on to the edge of it. 

Owen slipped his body under the vehicle and right next to the

Columbiana likes park 
but not land’s price tag 


by Bert Seaman 
Members of the Columbiana 
Council want the land adjoining 
the city park in order to expand 
recreational activities. 


But some members of the 
council think the asking price is 
too high. 

‘*] want that land bad,”’ 
declared Councilman Frank 
Owen, ‘‘but I can’t agree to pay 
that kind of money.”’ 

A $150,000 price tag was put 
on the 12.5 acres owned by Col- 
umbiana resident Bill Dill. 

However, Councilwoman 
Jessie Jones thought Dill would 
work with the city in negotiating 
a price based on the appraised 
value of the land. 

Before taking that step though, 
Councilman Lewis Walker 
wanted to know how much an ap- 
praiser would charge for his ser- 
vices, 

So the matter was held over for 
a decision until that information 
is obtained. 

The city’s chance of getting 
$30,000 of a $50,000 federal 
grant depends on acquiring the 
land. 

That amount would be used 
for building a recreational com- 
plex adjoining the park and 


$20,000 would expand recrea- 
tional facilities at the middle 
school. 

One objection to spending that 
amount of money for property 
was voiced by Councilman 
Harold McCord. 

McCord reminded the council 
that city employees were not 
given a raise this year, noting that 
some individuals could not make 
ends meet on their present in- 
come. 

“I think before we obligate 
ourselves to spend $150,000, we 
need to take care of the people 
who work for this town,’’ Mc- 
Cord said. 

Jones did not disagree with 
that viewpoint, but, however, 
stood firm in urging the city to 
get the land. 

“I want to have vision for the 
recreational needs of this city, 
and I’m looking toward the turn 
of the century and what will 
benefit future generations!’’ the 
councilwoman exclaimed. 

Mayor Buck Falkner agreed to 
get a ‘‘ballpark’”’ figure on how 
much it would cost the city to hire 
an appraiser. 

The matter of proceeding with 
the installation of a new sewer 
line stalled when the council fail- 
ed to agree on hiring an engineer. 


Bringing the subject to the 
council’s attention, Falkner said 
he had read in the journal put out 
by the League of Municipalities 
that any project exceeding 
$20,000 must be supervised by an 
engineer. 

Coucilman Lewis Walker made 
a motion that Charles Tucker be 
hired. Tucker, he noted, had 
done the preliminary engineering 
for the project. 

But Owen, Bill Seale and Jones 
voted against the motion and it 
failed to pass. 

The line is to go from the city’s 
sewerage lagoon to the Hwy. 25 
bypass. 

After the vote the subject was 
dropped without further discus- 
sion. 


It was announced that bids on 
widening Washington Street and 
putting in a sidewalk, will be 
opened at the council’s July 7 
meeting. 

With the acceptance of a low 
bid, work should begin shortly 
thereafter. 


The purpose of the project is to 
make the street to Elvin Hill 
Elementary School safer. 

Plans also call for a bus tur- 
naround at the school.

Alabaster council member L.O. Farris recommended recently 
that the pickup begin July first, as an expansion of the city’s ex- 
isting contract with BFI Industries.

County farmers enrolled in the 
federal Payment-In-Kind pro- 
gram can now assign their en- 
titlements to a grain company in 
exchange for feed credit. 

The program was announced 
by Frank McEwen of Coosa 
Valley Milling in Wilsonville. 
McEwen handles the program 
locally on behalf of Ralston 
Purina. 

“Quite simply, this program 
allows area farmers to take the 
PIK grain they will receive after 
harvest and, in effect, feed it to 
their livestock today,’? McEwen 
explained. 

Financing will be at 10.5% -- 
the same interest rate banks 
charge their best customers. 
Under the plan, approved 
farmers would be extended a 
credit line equal to 95% of the 
established value of their PIK 
grains. 

“If the producer accepts the 
price quote we get from the plant 
buyer, he can purchase Purina 
products against his credit line as 
soon as he executes a PIK Con- 
tract confirmation and assign- 
ment form, and clears a 
simplified credit check,’’ 
McEwen said. 

At settlement time, the farmer 
gets a check for the full amount 
of the PIK assignment, less any 
grain quality discounts, advances 
made for product purchases and 
accrued interest. McEwen said 
farmers will not be charged a 
handling fee for this service.

Ambulances -- 
SMC seeking 


more for area

Shelby Medical Center plans to 
improve ambulance service in 
Shelby County with or without 
the county’s help. 

Hospital officials appeared 
before the county commission 
Monday and made a stong pitch 
for placing and funding two new 
ambulances in the county. 

The commissioners, however, 
made no commitment to go along 
with the plans. 

Hospital planner Norman 
Price reported that while the 
county’s death rate is less than 
the state average, it can be reduc- 
ed if ambulance response time is 
improved. 

He said that most heart attack 
fatalities occur within one hour 
of the start of symptoms. 

With the present ambulances in 
Alabaster and Harpersville, he 
said response time from Lay 
Lake could exceed one hour. 

Price suggested that in addition 
to present ambulance companies 
which split Shelby County for 
service, ambulances could be 
placed in Columbiana and in 


north Shelby near Oak Mountain 
State Park. 

The cost of the new am- 
bulances would be $200,000 and 
the operators would be subsidiz- 
ed until they could operate at a 
profit. 

The board of directors asked 
that the county join the hospital 
in a joint venture on the project. 

According to hospital ad- 
ministrator Roland Bradford, the 
ambulances would be leased to 
operators with a contract agree- 
ment. 

Board member Pete Raughley 
reported that response time in 
Shelby County is terrible. He 
received support from Commis- 
sioner Jake Morris who said his 
own daughter had to lay in a 
street 46 minutes after an acci- 
dent, waiting for an ambulance. 


Chief Deputy James Jones 
threw his support to the cause, 
noting the occassional necessity 
of using out-of-county am- 
bulances that didn’t even know 
the quickest route to the hospital.

Lawmen cleared in brutality case

A federal jury in Birmingham has cleared two 
Shelby County lawmen of charges stemming from 
a 1981 jailhouse scuffle. 

Following seven days of lengthy testimony, the 
jury returned last Wednesday, deliberated 30 
minutes longer, and at 11 a.m. delivered a quick 
verdict of ‘‘not guilty.”” Two unsuccessful at- 
tempts at a verdict were made Friday, June 17, 
and the following Monday. 

The $250,000 suit was filed by Vernon D. 
Johnson of Harpersville, who claimed that he 
received permanent damage to his vocal chords 
during the scuffle. 

He charged that his civil rights were violated by 
Columbiana police officer Tom Carter and former 
Shelby County jailer Greg Barnett in the incident. 

The jury, however, saw things differently. 

Despite the quick verdict, Carter said the end of 
the trial did not come quickly enough for him. 

‘No one has any idea of the pressure that is on 
you after eight days in court,’’ Carter told the 
Reporter, adding that he had lost out on a lot of 


work and pay by having to sit in court. 

**You never know what a jury might do but I 
knew all along we had done nothing wrong.”’ 

The incident dates to January 11, 1981, when 
Barnett -- now with Helena police -- was checking 
Johnson out of the county jail following an arrest 
for intoxication, 

Defense attorneys claimed that Johnson held 
Barnett at bay with a screwdriver. Carter respond- 
ed to a radio call for help. 

When Johnson would not drop the screwdriver, 
Carter said he wrestled him to the floor and held a 
flashlight to his throat until he let go of the poten- 
tial weapon. 

Johnson’s suit alleged that Barnett called for 
help unnecessarily, and that Carter used illegal 
force by pinning him to the booking room floor 
with the flashlight. 

Initially, the suit also named Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow, deputy Sgt. James Mitchell, and the Ci- 
ty of Columbiana, but those parties had been 
dropped from the suit by the end of the first week 
in court. 


That Friday the jury deliberated for an hour 
and 15 minutes before asking to re-hear a portion 
of the depositions admitted as evidence. 

The jury met for another hour Tuesday when it 
asked for some clarifications. 

But Wednesday, the jury wasted no time. 

Barnett said he was satisfied with his actions on 
the night of the incident. 

“I just had faith in the jury and if the same 
situation were to raise tomorrow, I’d handle it the 
same way. I have no bad feelings about the way I 
handled the situation,’’ he said. 

Barnett would not comment for the record on 
any counter action against Johnson, but Carter 
said for his part, ‘‘It is being considered.’’ 

On the other side of the matter, Johnson in- 
dicated that he was intent on appealing the case. 

“If I have to mortgage my house to get the 
money for an appeal,’’ said Johnson, ‘‘and if I 
can get approval for an appeal, this case will be 
appealed,”’ 

The jury also taxed the court costs for the case 
to Johnson. 


Dispatcher 
arrested 


Alabaster Police Department dispat- 
cher Shirley Bishop has been suspend- 
ed from duty after being charged with 
two counts of attempted murder and 
one count of criminal mischief. 

According to Police Chief Bull 
Carter, Bishop shot at two women 
driving by her home in the early morn- 
ing hours on Sunday. 

The dispatcher told him, Carter 
reported, that the women were harass- 
ing her. 

Bishop shot through the windshield 
of the car with a .38. 

The warrants for attempted murder 
were signed by Sharon Kirkland and 
Belinda Johnson. A warrant for 
criminal mischief was signed by Mary 
A, Green, owner of the car in which 
the two women were riding. 

Bishop posted a $10,300 bond Mon- 
day. 


Incoming school superintendent interviewed == 


Glasscox: tackle morale, ‘be accessible’

The first thing on the new superintendent of 
education’s agenda is tackling morale problems. 
Ellie Glasscox, who takes over as superinten- 
dent tomorrow (July 1) told the Reporter in an in- 
terview that morale and lack of cohesiveness bet- 
ween the public, the teachers, and the central of- 
fice staff, are his first priority. 
He said he is going to ‘‘listen to people and be 
accessible to them’”’ as one means of improving 
morale. He pointed out that he campaigned on the 
slogan ‘‘Hardwork, teamwork, common sense,”’ 
and he intends to follow through. 
‘*Teachers must feel appreciated,”’ he observed. 
He said that improvement at all levels in the 
schools can come about through supervision. 
‘“‘Day-to-day, it’s the principals who will have to 
get involved with supervising and observing what 
is going on in the classrooms,” he said. 
‘‘Principals will have to assert themselves more 
to help improve the schools,’ he emphasized. 
The guidelines he sets in the central office will 
be the minimum expected of each school, he said, 
and he will expect the principals and teachers to go 
well beyond those guidelines to create educational 
opportunities for students. 
Glasscox provided the following answers to 
Reporter questions on these topics: 
eDiscipline: Principals and teachers have to 
spend too much time on discipline. The central of- 
fice will have to give more help to free up the 
teachers for teaching. 

You have discipline by teaching self-discipline 


and showing teachers how to handle and unders- 
tand children better. It’s not just a school pro- 
blem, but a society-wide one. 

We will also try to develop a Code of Conduct. 

eEnrollment: We’re holding our own. Elemen- 
tary grades have fallen off, but the middle schools 
are increasing. Riverchase will be crowded, but we 
will leave the 6th, 7th and 8th grades there this 
year. 

We will have basically the same number of 
teachers as last year. All the teachers at the new 
Inverness school will be transferred from within 
the system. 

The biggest number of drop-outs occurs in the 
8th and 9th grades. If we get them past the 10th we 
stand a good chance of holding them through 
graduation -- it’s a matter of curriculum that will 
serve their needs. 


eVocational school: We have to keep up with 
modern technology and teach, skills for which 
there are jobs. We hope to go more into com- 
puters. 

©Drugs: We will teach more about drugs in the 
health classes that are required now. The biggest 
drug problem in our schools comes from the home 
health cabinets. Prescription drugs are in almost 
every household, and the children want to try 
them out. 

®Maintenance: Maintenance is different on any 
two campuses. We will basically follow the same 
plan as last year. Maintenance technicians will 
report to the principal, and the experts in air -on- 
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ditioning and heating will work out of the central 
maintenance department. 

*Central Office staff: We need job descriptions 
of the central staff, with maybe a few changes. 

We need a personnel director who can go out 
and recruit the best qualified teachers and coor- 
dinate the employees. A lot of this has been left up 
to principals. This same director could also recruit 
the best lunchroom workers, bus drivers and sup- 
port personnel. 


eAthletic emphasis: The Reporter asked the 
former high school coach about the rumors that 
he would create a new position for athletics. His 
answer: ‘‘An athletic director is needed, but right 
now there are other priorities.’’ He added that he 
has no plans to emphasize athletics any more than 
at present. 

When it comes to recommending new staff 
members, ‘‘I would never recommend any person 
for a job unless he or she is the best qualified for 
that job.”’ 


°Finances: We are in dire need of bricks and 
mortar, we have overcrowding at two schools, and 
the heating and roofs are terrible at some schools. 
But the money for these things is not there. 

Local county support is being spent on reducing 
the pupil-teacher ratio. Shelby County levies 12 
mills of the ad valorem tax for the schools; Moun- 
tain Brook 35. 

The half-cent sales tax is taking up the problems 
of proration.

Shelby, appointed to a four year

UM, Montevallo disagree over 
terms of gas maintenance 


The city of Montevallo and the 
University of Montevallo still 
have not gotten together on a 
charge for maintaining meters 
and gas lines to the college. 

At Monday’s council meeting, 
Councilwoman Catherine Legg 
reported that the university 
thought the charge for whatever 
natural gas they used was to be 
included in a $600 monthly pay- 
ment. 

But the $600 charge the city 
proposed was for maintenance 
with any gas used to be over and 
above that amount. 

Legg said she would send the 
university another letter restating 
the city’s proposal. 

If it is accepted, the charge will 
be retroactive to September 1982 
when the university went off the 
city gas system. 

At that time UM switched to a 
wood chip boiler as their fuel 
source. Previously, they had been 


the city’s number one gas 
customer. 

When the university turned 
down. the city’s first proposal of 
$1,100 a month to maintain the 
now-disused equipment, the city 
reduced the price to $600. 

A concern over safety in park- 
ing in front of the city’s new 
Parnell Memorial Library pro- 
mpted the council to leave the 
yellow line there as it is. 

The council had considered 
allowing a limited parking time. 
But a survey of traffic done by 
Police Chief Allen - Needham 
showed that cars parked in that 
location would obstruct the view 
of drivers pulling out of the 
library parking lot. 

A further concern was the 
possibility of children darting in- 
to the street from between the 
parked cars. 

City Administrator Don 
Hughes mentioned that some 


decision would have to be made 
on the adoption of a leash law. 

Councilman J.A. Brown noted 
that the passage of such an or- 
dinance would make it a luxury 
to own a dog. 

It has been estimated that the 
city would have to pay through 
the nose for enforcement. 

Hughes had earlier given the 
council a $14,000 annual figure. 

When work begins on next 
year’s budget, Mayor Ralph 
Sears said the finance committee 
and public safety committee 
would have to decide if the city 
could afford a leash law. 

Brown related that it appears 
that next year’s budget will be 
10% bigger than last year’s which 
totaled $557,500. 

Hughes added that the city 
may have to start charging for 
services such as garbage pickup, 
which are now provided at no 
charge.

Riverchase Galleria will be 


largest mall in Southeast 


The architectural firm for the project is 
Helmuth, Obata and Kassabaum, which has 
designed other gallerias, as well as the National 
Air & Space museum in Washington. 

Spokesmen for the firm say they have design- 
ed the mall with a 1200 feet long ‘Main Street’ 
which will be covered with a central skylight. 
The psychological effect will return shoppers to 
an enjoyable pedestrian atmosphere. 

The center will have 1.5 million square feet of 
retail shopping, and the hotel will have 350 
rooms. The first office tower is designed with 
150,000 square feet. 

Developers predict that 3,000 permanent jobs 
will be created when the mall is complete, not 
counting the construction jobs. 

Plans for the galleria were announced at an 
elaborate luncheon for more than 500 people at 
the Birmingham Civic.Center. 

At the luncheon, John Harbert briefly touch- 

ed on the history of Riverchase, which extends 
far south into Shelby County. He mentioned 
that in the 60’s Riverchase was 3,000 acres with 
several small coal mines.

Most of the business area of Riverchase is in 
Jefferson county, and most of the residential 
development is in Shelby County. The interna- 
tional headquarters of Harbert Construction 
Co. is located on the Shelby County side.

Library has class 


The purpose of a library visit is 
usually to find a good book. 

However, young people have 
an additional reason for going to 
the Parnell Memorial Library in 
Montevallo. 

On Fridays, in groups of eight, 
youngsters bypass the shelves and 
head for a room without any 
‘books. 

In the room is a computer -- 
that piece of equipment that is 
beginning to appear in the 
classrooms of county schools, 
but until now, hasn’t been in a 
local library. 

But the library has been given 
an Apple Ile computer, and now 
holds one-hour classes on Fridays 
to instruct young people how to 
use it. 

Reporting on the eagerness of 
youngsters in the Montevallo 
area to learn the basics, librarian 
Mamye Yarbrough said that 
there is already a waiting list for 


the classes. 

Ky MacPherson, a Montevallo 
Middle School student who is 
familiar with the equipment, in- 
structs the 8-10 year old class at 
9:40 a.m. and the 11-13 ‘year old 
group at 10:50 a.m. 

Once young people know how 
to use the computer, they can 
reserve it for twenty minute 
periods. 

The computer was also demon- 
strated for the 75 four and five 
year olds who participate in the 
library’s summer _ reading 
program, Yarbrough said. 

Even the young ones can use it, 
Yarbrough added, if their 
mothers are present and they 
have the librarian’s assistance. 

Any young person who would 
like to take one of the four ses- 
sion classes should call the library 
and sign up. 

Class fees are applied to the 
purchase of more software.

Alabaster has cut off police 
protection to part of its jurisdic- 
tion, including the Saginaw area. 
The city council voted 
unanimously to make the cut at 
its last meeting. 


Fire protection to the area had 
previously been discontinued. 

Charles Seales Jr. a Saginaw 
resident and community leader, 
stated that he felt the council’s

‘*We have already established a 
volunteer fire department that is 
chartered with the state,’’ Seales 
told the Reporter. 


Furthermore, he said Saginaw 
already receives protection from 
deputy sheriff patrols. 

The city’s action also affects

Night patrol sheds light on game warden’s life 


by Fred Guarino 

The full moon is all but hidden by clouds. A 
cool wind sways the limbs of trees and causes rip- 
ples to appear on the surface of the dark water. At 
such times, the Coosa River becomes a not so in- 
viting place to be. 

Too... the life of a game warden becomes 
something quite different than one would expect. 


I always imagined that a conservation officer, 
or game warden, lived the “‘life of Riley.”’ 

I figured they rode around in those green 
Alabama Conservation Boats and drove those 
pickups with a state emblem on the side. They 
were always outdoors where deer, turkey, squirrel 
and fish abound, and I thought they probably 
went fishing or hunting whenever they wanted. 

I also pictured conservation officers as easy go- 
ing folk who occasionally trouble themselves to 
make an arrest. 

Last Thursday I rode along with conservation 
officer Doyle Wood on a night patrol on the 
Coosa. My misconceptions disappeared. 

After stopping briefly for gasoline, Wood and I 
launched the Glassmaster patrol boat from 
Walker’s Cove. 

The private spot, located between Wilsonville 
and Columbiana, was quiet as night fell. The only 
sounds were those made by Wood as he checked 
out his running lights, then hit the starter on the 
140-horsepower engine. 

The game warden warned me that this detail 
would be a slow one. In our 50-mile trip from the 
cove to Martin Dam and back, we might not see a 
soul.

“‘When you work the river at night, there’s no 
need to be in a hurry,’’ he said. 

He reasoned that there would be no gas stations 
to refuel us and that there would be stumps and 
tree tops in the river which could tear the bottom 
out of a speeding boat. 

‘‘What we’ll probably be seeing are people 
without fishing licenses, some people violating 
safety violations, and some boat operators 
without their registration stickers.”’

telephoning of fish. 


He added the possibility cf seeing illegal com- 
mercial fishing operations, maybe some illegal 
dynamiting or even telephoning of fish. 

The last two are methods of stunning fish either 
by blast or electric shock to make them float to the 
top of the water. 

Illegal commercial fishing involves the use of 
nets to catch fish for sale. According to Wood, 
you can’t use a net in any place where salt water or 
hybrid stripe are stocked -- such as the Coosa. 

Wood said most commercial fishermen on the 
Coosa dump their catches in Guntersville, where 
they’re shipped on to Tennessee. 

He assured me that commercial fishing details 
are well organized stakeout work. It was 
something we would not be doing tonight. 

As we cruised up river towards the Wilsonville 
steam plant, I noticed the boat was not equipped 
with a two-way radio. I wondered how we could 
call for help if we needed it, and asked Wood if 
there were any dangers to this kind of work. 

**You never know,” he said. ‘‘You might run 
up On someone wanted by the law for something 
other than fishing without a license, or someone 
might run over you with a boat, or shoot at you.. 

“If we had a radio, there would be no one to 
hear us, except maybe the Childersburg Police, 
and they wouldn’t have the equipment to come get 
us.’’ 

Shoot at you? The words were stuck in my 
mind... 

**T’ve had to do a lot of talking in my time,’’ he 
laughed, ‘‘but most people are good sports.”’ 

Did he ever let violators go? 

‘‘Naw... if he’s violating the law, I’m going to 
give him a ticket. Let him have his day in court. 

**My job is to enforce the law equally, When 
you become judge, jury: and» executioner, you 
can’t do you job anymore. If you are going to 
make arrests, do it! If not, get out of the 
business!’’ 

Then ‘‘there’s always that few you can arrest 50 
times and they are still going to violate the law.”’ 

As it worked out, Doyle has been a conservation 
officer for 16 years. This Friday marks his an- 
niversary with the conservation department. 

The steam plant rose into view, its lights blink- 
ing against the dark sky. 

“A lot of folks don’t know how much they’ve 
got,’”” Wood said of the outdoors. ‘‘There is 
water, an abundant supply of game and fish, and 
all of it is well balanced.”’ 


We made a side trip check up the darkened 
Yellow Leaf Creek. 

Wood said he was glad to have some company. 
Without a radio or gas stations, and with no one 
in sight to help when and if we broke down, I 
could see his point. 

Back on the river, Wood asked if I had a chance 
to eat before we left. I said no and looked de- 
jectedly out across the water. 

*‘Childersburg’s coming up ahead,”’ said. ‘‘We 
can stop at the River Terrace if you want...’’ 

An offer I couldn’t refuse! But getting there was 
something of an adventure. 

After finding a barely acceptable place to tie off 


near the Coosa River Bridge, we had to climb 


through briars and vines, and over logs in the 
dark. 

But the coffee, giant bacon cheese hamburger, 
and French fries I ordered at the restaurant made 
it all worth while. 

Wood sipped coffee. ‘‘Like I said, there’s no 
need to hurry at night.’ 

I saw what night patrol was really about after 
the short break, as we continued up river toward 
Logan Martin Dam. 

At various points, we came across camp sites, 
shacks, old busses converted into homes, and 
some strange vehicles in very unlikely and unin- 
viting places. 

The places were spaced miles apart, in what 
seemed nowhere. Wood wondered aloud about 
the kind of folk who would use these habitats. 

In some places strings of lights flashed out as we 
arrived, only to turn on again as we continued by. 
It gave an evil air to the river. 

I felt like we were passing a pirate’s cove each 
time we came across one of the places. Supplies 
seemed to be strewn about and life seemed very 
primitive. 

Wood made me feel even more uncomfortable 
when he pointed out the suspected operations base 
of an illegal commercial fishing outfit. 


We moved slowly to avoid 
stumps in the water... 


As we neared Logan Martin Dam, we moved 
slowly to avoid stumps in the water. That’s when I 
heard laughter and saw some lights. 

On the right side of the river was one of those 
strange habitats with a few lights strung outside. 
On the left, a small white light bobbed on the 
water below a train trestle over the river. 

**Is that a boat?”’ 

**Yes,”” Wood replied softly. 
check it out.’’ 

Wood flashed his blue warning light as we mov- 
ed closer, and the scene suddenly reminded me of 
the boat on the river in the movie ‘“‘Apocalypse 
Now.”’ 

Here were lights, voices and laughter -- but 
something seemed sinister about the place. 

A man in a small boat held the end of a trot-line 
in his hand. The boat appeared unfit for water 
travel in the dark, and his only light was a small 
bulb hooked to a battery. 

But the man proved friendly enough. He was

Earl Edwards Godwin of Leeds, and he had had a 
bad day. 

The water pump in his car had burned out on 
his way to the river, and once he got there, he had 
nothing but soap with which to bait his line. 

‘‘My mother wanted me to catch her a mess of 
fish but I don’t think it’s worth it,’’ he said. ‘‘I’m 
going in.”’ 

Further up river, we stopped another boat oc- 
cupied by Billy Hartzog of Talladega and a couple 
of other people. Again they were friendly. 

After turning around just shy of Logan Martin 
Dam, we stopped our third boat. It’s operator was 
also running a trot-line on the river. 

This time it was Billy Hartzog, Jr. He talked a 
while about the illegal fishing in the area, and said 
that some day he wanted to be a game warden. 

Everyone we stopped at first seemed apprehen- 
sive about our sudden appearance in the dark. 
Some were cited for improper lights, or not 
enough life perservers -- all basic safety violations. 
But they all seemed to be good people just out to 
catch a mess of midnight fish. 

But, I wondered to myself, what if they had not 
been friendly? What if you were alone? What if 
any number of things happened? 

That’s when I began to change my mind about 
game wardens. There was no glamour or fun... at 
least not on a night detail. 

A game warden could leave his wife for a night 
run on the river, come up on something or so- 
meone unexpected, and never return home. 

I wondered about these things in the early mor- 
ning hours on the Coosa. 

‘Wood broke my thoughts with comments about 
the five-hour patrol, the 12 gallons of gas we used, 
and the two small fines he had written. 

“This has hardly been a big night,”’ he said.

comes to New Hope Mt. 


L.M. Berry and Company’s new $3.8 million 
office building will be the second structure to go 
up in Meadows Business Center off U.S. 280 in 
north Shelby. 

Construction on a national headquarters for the 
Women’s Missionary Union is already well under- 
way On 25 acres of the Meadows development site 
atop New Hope Mountain. 

L.M. Berry and Company, advertising agents 
for South Central Bell’s yellow pages, is con- 
solidating a five-state production operation into 
its planned 50,000 square foot faciltiy. 

Located on a ten-acre site, the building will also 
house the company’s South Central Area Head- 
quarters and operations for the state. 

Two-hundred sixty employees now working in 
offices scattered throughout the Birmingham area 
will move to the three-story facility which is 
scheduled for completion in February, 1984. 

When work began on the WMU building in late 
November, it was anticipated that it too would be 
completed early next year. 


However, an architectural change in the plas 
has moved that date back to June, 1984. 

According to June Weatherford, Associate Ex- 
ecutive Director of the 1.1 million member 
organization, ‘‘We found that changing the design 
of the structure from round to rectangular would 
be more cost efficient.’’ 

The Women’s Missionary Union, which is an 
auxiliary of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
purchased 25.4 acres on the ridge. 

At the present the WMU offices are located on 
20th Street in Birmingham. When it moves to 
Meadows Business Center, approximately 130 
employees will occupy the three story building 
now under construction. 

The Birmingham construction firm of Brasfield 
Gorrie Inc. has the contract for both buildings. 

C.W. “Bill” Daniel, who is developing 
Meadows Business Center, said no other im- 
mediate plans are on the drawing board for the 
122-acre site, although other negotiations are 
under way.
